Bear. little Cub, Big Cub and Lucky

of some eight Grand Forks citizens, who 
now own the claims propose to start de- 
veloping this claim lit once. It is in- 
timated that $20,000 _ will be expended 
on this group within the next few 
months. :

— At a mass meet- 
ing of delegates from all parts of Ser- 
vla, held here today to protest against 
the action of Austria in closing the 
frontier to the Importation of Servian 
cattle, a resolution was passed pledg- 
ing support to the Servian govern- 
ment in its efforts to bring about a 
commercial union with Bulgaria.

After re- 
ligious services In the castle chapel, 
which were attended by the ambassa- 
dors and ministers from foreign coun- 
tries, the latter tendered their con- 
gratulations. Among ttie political ap- 
pointments announced on the occasion 
of His Majesty's birthday Is that of 
Dr. Von Hollebln, the former German 
ambassador to the United States, to a 
life seat in the Prussian House of 
Lords. Emperor William was born In 
184'J and became emperor on June 15, 
1888. 



SITUATION AT VLADIVOSTOK. 

Many Arrests Are Made — A Movement 
Against the Mutineers. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 27. — Beyond the 
fact that the revolt at Vladivostok is 
now subdued and that the mutinous 
sailors and soldiers are still standing 
by the guns at the Holy Innocents 
Battery, the war office had nothing to 
give out today regarding the situation. 
The only further news available was 
a newspaper despatch, dated yester- 
day, that squadrons of the Nertchlnsk 
regiment of Cossacks had arrived and 
that many arrests had been made. 
The war officials said that their own 
Information practically duplicated yes- 
terday's news despatch. From the 
absence of news it is concluded that 
general Mode, who is temporarily in 
command of the troops, is awaiting 
the arrival of Lieut. -Gen. Mistchenko, 
who is expected at Vladivostok today, 
before venturing on a serious move- 
ment against the mutineers. The seiz- 
ure of arms by the mutineers on 
January 22 was a sequel of a street, 
light In which a number of sailors of 
the Siberian regiment were killed. 

The public takes only a languid 
interest In the latest mutiny. The 
news had no effect oci the bourse, and 
the papers printed it without com- 
ment. 



ROSSLAND SHIPMENTS. 

Valuable Find of Ore in Centre Star 
Adds to Life of Mino. 

Rosslapd, Jan. 27.— The principal 
event of the week In mining circles 
was the finding and crosscuttlng on 
the eleventh level of the Centre Star, 
what was formerly known as the War 
Eagle mine, of a ledge of 20 feet in 
width of ore of good grade. There is 
an interesting story In connection with 
this Important event. The old man- 
agement failed to find any ore to 
amount to anything from the eighth 
to the eleventh level of the mine. 
When the new management took hold 
It began to Investigate for the purpose 
of finding the downward continuation 
of the ledge. A winze was run on 
the eighth level and it was ascertained 
that the ledge's dip flattened consid- 
erable below the eighth level, and for 
this reason the $70,000 

Spent in Prospecting 
between the 800 and the 1100 foot level 
by the former management was prac- 
tically thrown away. Diamond drill- 
ing demonstrated that the ledge was 
there but had not been found owing 
to its flattening. A crosscut was run 
on the eleventh level to the north, and 
tills has finally crosscut the ledge. A 
similar crosscut run on the tenth level 
was received But has not crosscut. 
The find Is the most important yet 
made In the mine and makes it prob- 
ably as valuable as any mine In the 
camp. Messrs. James Crpnln, R. H. 
Stewart and M. E. Purcoll, who have 
directed the work, are entitled to con- 
siderable credit for finding this Im- 
portant ledge, which will be of co.i- 
slder.fible benefit to Rossland, as It adds 
several years' life' to the mine.

SALVOR IN WITH SURVIVORS 



Boat Returned Yesterday Afternoon With Two Men 
Who Succeeded in Escaping Fearful Death on 
the Doomed Steamer Valencia 



SIXTEEN OF THE BODIES ARE RECOVERED 



Dominion Government Orders Investigation Into the Wreck- 
Tug Bahada With Fishing Dories Is Searching 
for More Bodies. 



STEAMER Salvor returned from 
the wreck last evening with 
two survivors; the United States 
revenue cutter Grant reached 
Seattle last night with eleven survivors 
and three bodies; while the tug Ba- 
hada with two fishing dories is en- 
deavoring to recover the others driven 
ashore 'near the s,cene of the wreck 
Which cannot be taken over the diffi- 
cult trail. Sixteen bodies had been 
recovered up to last evening, live being 
identified, .and search is being con- 
tinued for others. 

The Salvor brought Frank Connors, 
a waiter, and George Long, llreman, to 
Victoria, and both were immediately 
removed to the marine hospital, as 
they are suffering severely, being badly 
bruised und swollen from exposure. 

Connors was for a time in danger 
of losing his reason. When the raft 
on which he drifted to Turret Island, 
In Barkley Sound, with seven others, 
of whom four became mad, one so vio- 
lent that he had to be restrained by 
his fellow victims of the disaster, Con- 
nors, imbued by the hallucination that 
he had seen a lighthouse, wandered off 
Into the bush, where he almost suc- 
cumbed to the privations endured be- 
fore he was found a day later by an 
expedition from the steamer, Salvor, 
when he was lying on a log muttering 
and almost insane. Long was also 
on that raft. 

Fringtful Experiences 
Both men had a frightful experi- 
ence after leaving the vessel, not the 
least shocking of it being when they 
signalled madly to the steamer City 
of Topeka, which they took to be the 
Queen, and saw the steamer sheer 
away, leaving them to drift at the 
mercy of the waves until they drifted 
ashore, with four of their company 
raving maniacs and before death came 
to them. 

F. P. Bunker and the other survivors 
who made their way over the trail, 
suffering such hardships, were trans- 
ferred to the United States revenue 
cutter Grant, after being succored by 
the Salvor's crew. Bunker was loudly 
praised by Ills fellows, he being a man 
of great vigor and bravery. When he 
reached Batnfleld he was clad only In 
his trousers nnd had boots tied with a 
piece of string to hold them together, 
and his nude shoulders were covered 
by a piece of blanket, he having given 
his two shirts to fellow-sufferers. 
From this party the Colonist corres- 
pondent, who returned by the Salvor, 
learned that the signals seen on the 
shore by the tug Eorne, as a result of 
which the Egerla's bluejackets were 
sent to endeavor to make a landing on 
Thursday, were not those of further 
survivors, having been made by one 
of the party of nine journeying from 
Darling Creek. This disposes of the 
belief that others escnped, and the 
total number of survivors is shown to 
have been but 117 of the total on board 
the steamer of 15-1 persons. 

The survivors who drifted into Bark- 
ley Sound on a raft speak highly of 
the bravery of both the steward and 
stewardess . and their department. 
They say that before they left the 
vessel the steward and stewardess 
were engaged constantly in passing 
food to all, and long after the crew 
took to the rigging the steward and 
many of his waiters passed up meat 
and sandwiches to those lashed in the 
cordage of the wreck. 

Terrible Storm Raging 

The night 'of Tuesday, when the 
shipwrecked people were in the rig- 
ging, was a terrible one, a storm blow- 
ing which was almost responsible for 
the loss of the sealing schooner Casco, 
which had sailed from Victoria on 
Sunday last. The Casco put into 
Bamfleid on Wednesday morning and 
Captain Munro reported that on Tues- 
day night the sealing schooner was 
Within a few yardn of being wrecked 
on Cane Beule, and if she had not 
cleared' the point her company of 24 
would doubtless have beer, all lost. 
When the sealers told of the storm, 
which Captain Munro said was one of 
the worst lie had experienced, those 
at Bamfleld thought that none of the 
people in the rigging of the Valencia 
would have survived that night. But 
they did. That same day a telephone 
message was received from Lineman 
Eogan and the party which went by 
the land trails to the wreck from Clo- 
oose and the lineman told a tragic 
tale of seeing the wreck break at noon 
on Wednesday, carrying away all who 
had survived the terrors of the pre- 
vious night. 

The three shots heard by those on 
the steamer Queen as she stood by 
the wreck on Wednesday were the 
sounds of tile attempts made to throw 
lines ashore. Lineman Eogan tele- 
phoned to the Colonist correspondent 
at Pachena that throe lines had been 
sent shoreward, The first fell short, 
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the . second reached shore and was 
caught, by Logan, who was making it 
fast to a piece of rock when It broke. 
The third fell short, striking the face 
of the rock. Those on the rock saw 
the failure of the attempt, . and when 
signals Were made — shouts could not 
be heard above the roar of the break- 
ers, though the. wreck was only 15 
yards away — men on the wreck waved 
their arms negatively, Indicating that 
there were no more lines. The last 
hope had gone, and soon afterward, 
when the steamer Queen had just left 
the scene, the men on land saw the 
end. 

Search Parties Being Organized 

Before long the wreckage began to 
sweep' on to the rocks, and then the 
lirst five bodies were found. Barrels, 
casks and all manner of freight was 
then washed ashore, and the Nltlnat 
Indians and those of Clo-oose and 
Pachena have since been busy gather- 
ing what they can. The Nitlnat In- 
dians propose to hold a potlatch in a 
few days with the goods they, have 
secured. The parties at the scene are 
preventing any looting, however. The 
Government agents are organizing 
parties of Indians to search for bodies, 
especially In the Barkley Sound direc- 
tion and near Ucluelet, where It Is 
expected the majority of the bodies 
will be recovered, as the tide sets in 
that direction. Yesterday afternoon a 
despatch from Ucluelet reported the 
finding of a. body on Frlekett Island, 
west of Turret Island, in the Broken 
group, and later the correspondent at 
Cape Beale told of another body, that 
of Fred Erlckson of Oelwein, Iowa, 
having been located near Cape Beale. 

The Dominion government has de- 
cided to hold an investigation into the 
wreck of the Valencia, and as a result 
of this it is considered that the ques- 
tion of better protection for shipping 
on the west coast of Vancouver Island 
will be gone Into fully and steps taken 
to secure the necessary arrangements. 
Captain Gaudin, the local agent of the 
marine and fisheries, has not yet been 
advised of arrangements for the en- 
quiry. It is doubtful If a coroner's 
Inquest will be held here, now that 
(he bodies recovered are being sent to 
Seattle. The government enquiry will 
answer this purpose. 

U. S. S. Grant Taking a Hand 

The tug Bahada reached Bamfleld 
Creek last night with Captain Patter- 
son of the Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company on board, the tug having 
picked him up at Noah Bay, together 
with some dories which will be used, 
with fishermen manning them, to 
scour the coast for bodies. The rev- 
enue cutter Grant was standing at 
the scene of the wreck when the 
Bahada arrived, and two officers of 
the Grant nnd Mr. F. F. Bunker, the 
passenger from the Valencia, as well 
as some men from the Bahada, made a 
landing near the scene with two dories 
to get the bodies found. Before these 
could be taken into the dories the sea 
began to rise, and they had to leave 
without the bodies In order to get 
through the surf. 

Bunker, the Seattle assistant school 
superintendent, who survived the dis- 
aster and who has been energetic In 
his work since reaching shore, offered 
his services to patrol the beaches If 
the government would allow him men. 
He said bodies were being washed In 
all along the shore, but It wns only 
possible to search at low water. 

Captain Paterson of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company endeavored 
to organize tm Indian crew to search, 
but falling to get sufficient men, he 
will proceed to Neah Bay In get In- 
dians and canoes from there. Eleven 
bodies had been found near the wreck, 
and Llghtkeeper Paterson found an- 
other near the lighthouse. The Ba- 
hada put Into Bamfleld for the night 
and Wi|l return to the scene of the 
wreck in the morning, and If possible 
make landings with the dories. The 
officers of the Grant say the revenue 
cutter will return also, after landing 
survivors and bodies at Seattle, 



COLON 1ST MAN HOME. 

His Narrative of the Salvor's Expedi- 
tion to the Valencia. 

(By J. W. Lorlmer, Staff Correspondent 
of The Colonist). 
Colonist Man Home 

After having spent four days in the 
vicinity of the wreck of the Valencia, 
and witnessing many instances of great 
suffering, the Colonist correspondent on 
the Salvor arrived home last evening. 
In recounting his experiences, Mr. Lori- 
mer said: "I first heard of the wreck 
about 2.45 on Tuesday, and was in- 
structed to take passage on the Salvor, 
which was to leave before dark. 1, 
hurried to Esquimnlt and was taken 
aboard. At this time hardly any of the 
crew of the Salvor had any idea where 
they were going or what they were going 
to do. They were soon made aware of 
the terrible disaster and all were anxious 
to get out and render any assistance 
possible. Shortly after this. H. F. Bill- 
ion, Capt. Troup, Supt. C. P. II, Steam- 
ship Co.; Capt. J. G. Cox, Lloyd's ugent, 
Dr. Hart and Dr. Redmond came aboard 
and the Salvor,' in Charge of Captains 
Harris nnd Ferris of the Princess May, 
left .Esquimnlt nt 5.50 for the scene of 
the disaster. Race Rocks were passed 
in safety and the majority retired to 
be called at 1 a.m. if thero was anything 
doing. A bright lookout was kept all 
the way from Race Rocks to Carnianab, 
the latter point being passed before J 
o'clock; The rnin -was coming down 
in torrents and the sea was running very 
high and in order thnt the wreck would 
not be passed in the dark the Salvoi 
was turned into the strait. The passen- 
gers were all called about 5.30 a.m. and 
a large vessel was passed shortly after- 
wards bound in, loaded, but wns not 
spoken. The Queen was in sight most 
of the nlghfe and was again sighted also 
running into the straits. As she passed 
the .Salvor she presented a very pretty 
picture with all her lights burning. She 
only proceeded in a short distance, when 
she again put around and proceeded 
down the coast. The Queen was the 
first to reach Carmanah, and received the. 
signal that the wreck was on Seabird 
islands. She then proceeded seaward 
and spoke the Czar, the Salvor in the 
meantime trying to signal Carmanah. 
While thus engaged the Czar came with- 
in hailing distance nnd gave the informa- 
tion that the Queen had rend the Car- 
manah signal and gave the Salvor the 
location of the wreck. Till this time 
both vessels were not aware of the exact 
location of the wreck, owing to the mes- 
sage I hat was received in Victoria saying 
that the wreck was four miles west of 
Carmanah. On receiving this informa- 
tion all throe vessels made for the wreck 
witl all possible speed, but about two 
valuable hours hud been lost. The 
Queen was the lirst to sight the wreck 
and stood by till the Czar and Salvor 
arrived. It wns still raining hard and 
the shore was very indistinct, but it was 
not long before Capt. Ferris called out 
"There she is." Many eager eyes were 
strained to catch u glimpse other, but 
only at times was she to be seen, as the 
breakers were continually dashing en- 
tirely over her. A terrible sea was run- 
ning nnd through the glasses the spray 
was seen to cover even the musts. The 
Queen stood out from the shore and the 
•Salvor went in closer, while the Czar 
was still closer. 

From the Salvor 'all that was seen of 
the wreck was her two masts and her 
derrick. After having stood in as close 
to the wreck as possible with regard to 
her own safety the Czar turned out and 
■reported to both the Queen and Salvor 
that there were signals flying but wheth- 
er uny person was' in the rigging it was 
impossible to say. The Czar made an- 
other trip to the Queen and back to the 
Salvor, and it was decided by those on 
the Salvor that it would be impossible to 
save any one from the wreck from the 
water as to attempt to send in a boat 
would have undoubtedly resulted in the 
loss of a number of the rescuers. It 
was practically understood that thn 
Queen would stand by the wreck and the 
Salvor and Czur would make for Bam- 
field Creek and send a party in over the 
trail. The two latter left immediately 
and arrived at Bamfleld at 12,30. On 
arriving there word wns received that 
thero were still some people in the rig- 
ging, and a call for volunteers was made. 
The entire crew of the Salvor wanted to 
go. but Capt. Ferris, H. Cook, T. Wil- 
son nnd E. Jordan were chosen, but lie- 
fore they started ward was received (bat 
(he wreck had broken up, The. Czur 
then left for Kyoqnot for the M. Tur- 
ner, and called lit Sechart and gave in- 
structions for the Orion to report at 
Bamfleld the following morning at day- 
break. In the meantime the boats' 
crew from the Valencia were on their 
way in and Harry Cook nnd Jennings 
from the cable station went out to bring 
them in, arriving nt Bamfleld about six- 
o'clock. 

On Wednesday evening il was decid- 
ed that the rescue party should start out 
at daybreak for the wreck, ami the Sal- 
iC'oatluued on Page Eight.)

A New Grouping of European 
Nations Alleged to Be 
In Sight. 



St.. Petersburg-, Jan. 26. — A new- 
grouping of the powers of Europe, 
with Germany and Russia arrayed side 
by side in the closest friendship and 
the mismatched alliance of the Empire 
with republican France lagging in the 
rear, was forecasted by the words of 
Kmperor Nicholas at a gala luncheon 
at Tserskoe-Selo today in' lienor of 
Emperor "William's birthday. 

Rising to his feet before a brilliant 
company of Russian and German rep- 
resentatives to propose a toast to the 
German Emperor, Emperor Nicholas 
lifted his glass and said slowly and 
distinctly, as if weighing every word: 
"I drink to the health of the Emperor 
of Germany and King of Prussia, my 
brother and very dear friend." 

The praises were significant enough 
iu themselves, the Emperor in pre- 
vious years having proposed the health 
of the Emperor-King without qualify- 
ing expression of brotherhood and 
friendship; but, turning to Herr von 
Schoan, the German ambassador, who 
was standing at ids right, the Em- 
peror grasped him by the hand and is 
reported to have said: "Frere, est plus 
que allie" ("Brother, that's more than 
ally.")

KOOTENAY SHIPMENTS. 

Small Quantities of Zinc Already Sent 
to Frank and Pilot Bay. 

Nelson, Jan. 27. — The shipments for 
the week from Kootenay- Yale districts 
amounted to 32,467 tons," and for the 
year to date 110,152. Boundary ship- 
ments were 24,520 tons; Rossland, 
6,460; Slocan and East Kootenay 
1,481. The Granby smelter received 
15,762 tons; British Columbia Copper 
Company, 3,775; Dominion Coppei 
Company, 5,036; Trail smelter, G,0S0; 
Hall Mines smelter, 622; Marysville 
smelter, 300. There was one new- 
shipper during the week, the Skylark 
In the Boundary district; and two in 
the Slocan, the Rambler and Hewitt. 
The total number of mines shipping 
this week was 30. Mines have already 
started small shipments of zinc to the 
smelter at Frank and Pilot Bay, In 
readiness for the blowing in of those 
plants. 



ORE FREIGHT RATES. 

Temporary Agreement Reached Be- 
tween G. N. R. and Slocan Shippers 

Nelson, Jan. 27. — A temporary agree- 
ment has been signed between Freight 
Manager Adams of the Great Northern 
and the shippers on the Kaslo & Slocan 
Railway, on freight rates. The ship- 
pers claimed that the original rate was 
$1 per ton and had been arbitrarily 
raised to ?2.50, discriminating against 
the smelters at Pilot Bay and Frank 
on ore, in favor of United States 
smelters. The terms are unknown, 
but the Kaslo board of trade is pre- 
senting a resolution to the associated 
boards of trade convention, which 
meets at Cranbrook on January 31, >o 
have the railway declared for the gen- 
eral good of Canada and so brought 
under the railway commission, when 
another effort will be made to satis- 
factorily adjust the rates. It is claimed 
on behalf of the Great Northern that 
'it is merely a light for freight between 
the Great Northern and Canadian Pa- 
cific. 



CHINA FOR THE CHINESE. 

.San Francisco, .Inn. 27.— The Rev. S. 
II. Little of the Episcopal miss-ion at 
Hankow, China, who returned to Am- 
erica, yesterday oh the steamer Mongolia, 
said in an interview "The revolutionary 
party agitated by men who have been 
at the universities of Jnpun want re- 
public. They are determined to drive 
China into a conllict with the powers or 
secure the overthrow of the present dy- 
nasty. They arc radical iu the extreme 
iind want to accomplish iu China in n 
few years, that which Japan has accom- 
plished in the hist fifty years, Their 
motto is "China for the Chinese," They 
welcome foreign teachings hut oppose 
the exploitation of their country for the 
benefit of foreigners including the Jap- 
anese; Tlieise 'agitators are well organiz- 
ed and are engineering the boycott; The 
Japanese are us much alarmed over the 
situation as the Americans, and during 
the recent outbreaks Jnpnne.se left the 
country in hordes fearing for their lives. 
That uprising was narrowly prevented 
from becoming general. The next time 
it may become so. In nny event the 
whole country is ripe lor a clinuge. Jap- 
anese successes hnve set them thinking. 
Never was there a time when they were 
in greater need of teachers. 'China to- 
day is not only inviting but demanding 
instructions she needs iu advanced' 
thought.

A Comprehensive Statement Is- 
sued by President of 
the Company. 



Figures as to the Nature of the 
Subsidy Which Might 
Be Given. 



Mr, H. Fallen, president of the Koo 1 .- 
euny iCc-ufcral Railway company makes 
the following statement with reference 
to the government railway policy as out- 
lined in the speech from the throne and 
by the premier ill his speech ou the 
address; 

"The premier's announcement is the 
most seuioua setback the company has 
yet received. East Kootenay is in a 
state of excitement over the construc- 
tion of the railway. The people feel 
that they have 11 special right 'to con- 
sideration on account of the vast areas 
of Bast Kootenay that have been given 
away to other railways KM) miles away, 
ill other sections of the country; while 
the valleys of the Columbia and Ko:- 
enay have been left entirely without 
transportation. 

"The company was the only one, of 
several that were bounssed in 100i, tli.it 
was deprived of its subsidy by the re- 
pealing Act of 1002. The promoters 
were unaware that a special Act YfSL'i 
necessary and thought the putting nil 
of bonds whs sufficient to hold the sub 
sidy. A. renewal of the bonus was guar- 
anteed by the government of the day, 
and at every succeeding session Ilia 
company has been led to believe that 
the subsidy would be revived. Tin' 
charters and other legislation have hn< 
to he amended several times to meet 
these unavoidable' delays, and the sit- 
uation has now grown so critical that 
unless something is done the Dominion 
subsidy will be lost. 

"The Canadian Pacific railway, who 
alone could build under the circum- 
stances, lias declined the proposition on 
account of the length of the route and 
other conditions, and the company is 
thrown upon its own resources. 

"The company has spent about $150,' 
000 iu construction and other work, and 
lias made every preparation for active 
construction on u large scale in the 
spring. This will now have' to be aban- 
doned. 

"A great many views regarding sub- 
sidies are being aired by people who 
certainly have not got their ideas from 
those who professionally handle bond 
issues. A very cursory glance at the 
situation will show the inconsistency oi 
such an issue us the Kootenay Central 
would have to make, secured on $:!,- 
201) a mil( — our Dominion subsidy. The 
other British Columbia railways hav- 
ing had much greater assistance have 
spoilt the market. I have the approx- 
imate amounts here: 

"The Canadian Pacific railway got 
?7,8C0 and 0.000 acres a mile. 

"The British Columbia Southern 
$11,000 and 10.000 acres. 

"Tiie Columbia & Kootenay !?2,000 
and .".,000 acres. 

"The E. & X. ,$!),(!()() and 2.".0(H) acre:. 

"The Kaslo & Slocan, ^2,000 and K.- 
000 acres, and three other railways— 
Shuswap & Okanogan, Nakusp &"SI<j- 
con, and Victoria & Sidney— have had 
their bonds guaranteed, 4 per cent on 
*2-l,O00, and *1S,UU() per mile, respect- 
ively. 

"Then, the Calgary & Edmonton, 
which is a similar road to ours, got 
400 and 7,000 acres. 

"Remember that these roads can ah 
make further issues of stock and bonds 
in fact it would be a good opportunity 
for them to do so, but the effect would 
be to depreciate all other issues that an- 
not secured to the same extent, la 
other words, our bonds would have Ic 
be issued below par. It would be ,'. 
'frenzied finance' proposition. The gov- 
ernment of Canada would not hay.'.' 
helped the Grand Trunk Pacific in th 
way it has, except it knew that railway 
bonds are unsaleable without a guar- 
antee, 

"The Kotenny Central route illus- 
trates exactly the same condition as tl" 
transcontinental railway, and there is' 
precisely the same justification for as- 
sisting silCll a railway. The nature of 
the industries is such that tonnage can 
not be dcevlopcd before a road is built, 
The low grade mines that are located 
in East Kootenay over tin- largest min- 
eral belt in British Columbia canh'jl 
proceed without machinery. The same 
with the timber industry, which must 
have mills erected; and agricultural 
areas, which experiments have now 
shown to he excellent for fruit; lllUsI 
remain unproductive until there i> 
transportation. Wo that no actual con- 
tracts for tonnage can possibly lie go; 
iu such a country before a railway is 
built; nor hnve any such roads yet been 
built in British Columbia or elsewher" 
that either have not had subsidies or 
such tangible evidence of tonnage us 
to serve the same purpose. The Hill 
roads— for instance, the V., V. & jp, 
and Crow's Nest Southern — besides be- 
ing tentacles for a vast system are aimed 
at great centres of coal or ore supply 
already proved up. 

"Another point to remember is tin' 
in recent years maximum grades and 
curves hnve been cut down and modern 
roads have to be more expensively ' limit 
than formerly. Iu one case we have 
a grade that will approximate throo- 
tcnths of one per cent. This road, with 
tin- necessary connections wilii minCh 
and mills, which will have to bo put in. 
will, in point of length, be the grout"*: 
railway enterprise yet brought to an si; • 
tual issue in British Columbia, with the 
main line of the 0. P. U. alone ex- 
cepted. But if the security fur ton- 
nage for a financing purpose is obscure, 
the returns to the government beyond 
what they are asked to give is quite se- 
cure, in the first case, what they give, 
together wilii some three million dollar-, 
will be spent in the country itself.

give a guarantee of bonds or a cash 
subsidy. The present value of what- 
ever is hypothecated in the company's- 
favor is the only point that matters. 
From the statistics, a cash subsidy 
would appear more economical than a 
guarantee of bonds. Should the rail- 
way be only a partial . success, a con- 
siderable amount of the contingent lia- 
bility might be called for; hut the in- 
terest and sinking fund on $5,000 a mile 
at per cent, the subsidy that was for- 
merly given, would be forthcoming, at 
an even less successful stage of opera- 
tions. From a treasury standpoint such 
liability to the country as giving this 
subsidy would entail cannot be consid- 
ered in the category of ordinary indebt- 
edness.

"The government knows the stand- 
ing of the parties concerned, and the 
premier permitted me last year to pur 
the matter of the British Columbia 
loan before them, which they would no 
doubt have taken up had it not ibeen 
underwritten locally. 

"The throwing down of such a com- 
pany, after the great expense it hns 
been put to, cannot fail hut discourage 
investors of the very type the country 
has the most need of. However, it 
nothing else is done, it is hoped the 
government will see its way to petition 
the Dominion for extensions of iim > 
to preserve the company's rights." 

STEEL GIRDERS FALL. 

New York, Jan. 27 — Nine tons of steel 
girders fell from above the seventeenth 
floor of the new Alt man building in 
process of erection in Fifth avenue to- 
day, tore through several floors of steel 
beams on the way downward and crush- 
ed Edward Steinman to death and seri- 
ously injured five others. The accident 
was caused by the breaking of the cable 
ol' a derrick which was hoisting the 
girders to the uppe:r part of the build- 
ing, Steinninn and the two other men 
wore on the second, floor, and hearing the 
crashing of the floor beams above them, 
jumped fifty feet into the basement, boil- 
ing to escape; Steinman fell iu the way 
of the falling steel* and the others es- 
caped death narrowly.

Many Openings Presented in 
Australia and New Zealand 
for Canadian Wares. 

Canada's Commercial Aaent a 
Melbourne Writes Very 
Encouragingly, 

Mr. D. H. Boss, Canadian commer- 
cial ugont, writing from Melbourne, says: 

During t lie absence in Canada of my 
confrere, Mr. J. S. Lafke, 1 have, for 
some time, been j in correspondence with 
the executive commissioner of the New 
-Zealand international exhibition, which 
is to be opened at Christchureh in No- 
vember. 1900. As many lines of Can- 
adian goods receive a tariff preference 
ill New Zealand, the desirability of Can- 
ada being strongly represented at the 
exhibition must be obvious! to manufac- 
turers throughout the Dominion. The 
only previous international exhibition 
held in New Zealand took place at Dun- 
edin some fifteen years ago. 

The. government of New Zealand has 
Appointed the secretary of the Canadian 
Manufacturers Association; Toronto, as 
their special representative in Canada 
to approach Canadian manufacturers 
and place before them the advantages 
of exhibiting at the New Zealand inter- 
national exhibition to be opened at 
(Christen urcli in 1006. Outside this spe- 
cial representation the government of 
New Zealand is in communication -with 
the Dominion government, and it is pro- 
posed to appoint an official commission- 
er to assist the developments of the pro- 
ject in Canada generally. The steps be- 
ing taken to advertise and make known 
the benefits likely to accrue to Cana- 
dian manufacturers in making a repre- 
sentative display at Chris'tchurch -will, 
it is to bo hoped, bring about the desired 
results. 

Since .September last I have been 
closely following the A ustralian season- 
able importations of Canadian farming 
machinery, and the results run into very 
large figures. The state nf Victoria 
alone has imported, during the last three 
months, unite 3,000 tons (measurement) 
of Canadian agricultural implements, 
and adding the other states, the total 
importations exceed 0,000 tons: bpsires 
fwhich there are further large shipments 
!to arrive. These magnificent: results are, 



iority and reliability of Canadian pro- 
ductions iu this line, in addition to ex- 
ceedingly capable representation and the 
perfect selling organization of the prin- 
cipal importers. 

Small Initial shipments of Canadian 
cultivators new to Australia have re- 
cently been received iu Melbourne and 
Adelaide. Some delay took place in hav- 
ing ncessary alterations, from, the Can- 
adian model, wade in conformity with 
the desires of Australian implement deal- 
ore. Had these goods arrived earlier in 
the season, business would have prompt-

As this line has ex- 
cellent represutatioti, it will be exploit- 
ed thoroughly throughout the Common- 
wealth.

Two of the largest plough manufac- 
turers iu Canada have recently complet- 
ed arrangements for their representation 
by appointing .Melbourne agents to rep- 
resent them throughout Australia, in 
both cases the goods are entirely new so 
far as this country is concerned, and the 
respective agencies having been placed 
in the hands of experienced and capable 
firms, accustomed to the Australian im- 
plement business, good results should fol- 
low.

British, SwedUn and Unit- 
ed States makes of cream separates 
have hitherto held the AllSi'rilian tradt, 
but if the comparative trials nf the 
Canadian machines yprove satisfactory 
to dealers in dairying requisites and the 
prices can meet competition — thece Is a 
vast market to exploit not only in Vic- 
toria, but •throughout the Common- 
wealth and New Zealand. 

Quite recently the first Melbourne or- 
der for a line of Canadian organs 'io\f 
to this market went forward to the man- 
ufacturers. These instruments have for 
some time been imported by dealers in 
Adelaide with satisfactory results. B'OJC 
some time past two other makes of 
Canadian organs have, been imported 1-y 
Melbourne dealers, but the competition 
of United States makers lias becu nnrl 
is so keen that only the persistence ot 
the local agents is responsible for intro- 
ducing the new line which was pi." cod 
with a very aggressive firm which is 
likely to indent largely if the initial or- 
der is satisfactorily tilled. 

A small shipment of Canadian canoes 
arrived in Melbourne this week, so n> 
of which will be placed on the river tins 
afternoon. An effort is being made to 
start a canoe club, and thus arouse sime 
local interest in a favorite Canadian 
pastime. The reason that these pleas- 
ure crafts are not popular in Australia 
is. undoubtedly owing to the want of 
knowledge in navigating them. If, 
through any cause', tile sport-loving Aus- 
tralian people take kindly to canoes, as 
one method of attaining aquatic pleas- 
ures, a large demand would certainly 
be the result. 

The second shipment of British CoJi 
unibia apples, which arrived at Sydney, 
ox Miowera, early in November, landed 
in splendid condition, and the grading 
of the fruit gave every satisfaction. Had 
more care been exercised in the first 
shipment, whih came forward in Octo- 
ber, the results would also have been 
gratifying to the importers, for the fruit 
arrived to a bare market, besides which 
the repute of Canadian apples would 
have been upheld. Shipments of apples 
and pears received at Melbourne and 
Sydney from Seal tie, by the Vancou- 
ver steamers, have been unfavorably re- 
ported upon as regards condition, var- 
ieties and quality.

FRANCHISE GRANTED. 

A New Step Justi Taken by the Admin- 
istration in the Yukon. 

The Yukon World in a recent Issue, 
Bald: "A new step has been taken in 
grunting franchises in Yukon. It was 
inaugurated yes'terduy when Commis- 
sioner Mclnnes issued the franchise 
to A. B. Palmer and others for throe 
public utilities at Conrad. 

"Recently Mr. Palmer and others au- 
plled for a franchise to establish a tel- 
ephone system, a, water system, and an 
electric light and tramway system. 

"In granting the franchises certain 
conditions are attached thereto, which 
are original to anything of like natur 
issued by the Yukon government, but 
are right In line with the way such 
franchises are issued in other parts 
of the Dominion and other countries 
at the present time. In fact, they em- 
body the latest thoughts in the grant- 
ing of public utilities. 

In all three of the franchises it Is 
provided that the government shall 
have full control over the rates to be 
charged, 

"Another clause provides that should 
the towns in which the waterworks 
and the electric light and tramway 
plants are established became Incorpo- 
rated, they can within live years after 
such Incorporation purchase the plants 
at a price to be fixed by . a board of ar- 
bitration. 

"In regard to the telephone Bjwtem 
the Yukon government has the right 
Within seven years after its being es- 
tablished to purchase the same at a 
price likewise to be fixed by a board 
of arbitration."

Large Number of Bills Intro- 
duced But They Are Not 
Discussed.

While the second week of the session 
has yielded no startling legislation it has 
witnessed three interesting debates, and 
advanced more than a score of measures 
through preliminary stages. One of the 
most noticeable features is the large num- 
ber of private bills. All the House 
hears of these at present is the petition 
asking for permission to introduce them, 
If this is granted and it nearly always is 
they are at once relegated to the private 
bills committee, and nothing more is 
heard of them until they emerge from the 
sweat box ready for a final pronounce- 
ment. At least, nothing is heard of them 
in the press gallery, hut around the lob- 
bies and committee rooms one may get 
more than a glimpse of gentlemen from 
the interior, gentlemen from the Main 
land, or gentlemen from the Island, n> 
the case may be, who have come to Vic- 
toria without any net purpose, but to 
view the scenery, and escape the severity 
of the winter. It is not a little singular, 
however, that they gravitate so regular- 
ly, and in such numbers to the parlia- 
ment buildings. Many of them have 
never been noted for artistic propensi 
ties in their native habitat, but arohit.ee 
tare and natural history and other sub- 
jects illustrated in this beautiful pile 
seem to possess a perennial charm for 
them once they reach the Capital City. 
Private Bills 

Although the government lias no rail- 
way legislation to submit, which means 
no government aid, there are many pri- 
vate railways before the committee. 
Among these may be mentioned the Bella 
'Coola and Bulkley Valley, the Upper 
Fraser and Billooct, the St. Mary's 
River, and the Crow's Nest and Flat- 
head. These are not the designations of 
(lie bills but of the territory proposed to 
be served. 

Another important private bill is pro- 
moted by the West. Kootenay Power and 
Bight; Co., seeking an extension into the 
Yale district In order to supply power to 
the Boundary smelters. This is strongly 
opposed by the Cascade Tower, Water 
'and Light Co., who chum that it would 




put them out of business. Mr. S. S. 
Fowler, the manager, is here to repre- 
sent the latter company, and has been 
joined by one of his London directors, a 
strenuous fight is expected. 

Notice has been given of a motion to 
amend the Midway and Vernon charter 
in order to confirm the continuance of 
tlio_ provincial subsidy of $3,400 a mile 
which '.is said to have been forfeited. 
New York financiers who undertake to 
put tho construction through have called 
a halt until thoy are assured that the 
provincial contribution Is still available. 
Mr. Price Ellison has the matter iu hand 
for the holders of the charter. 

Mr. Hundgerford Pcden, president of 
the Kootenay Central Railway, is down 
here with the avowed intention of try- 
ing to induce the provincial government 
to supplement his Dominion subsidy, and 
so enable him to finance tho project. If 
tilts aid is granted it is understood that 
the O. P. It. will commence work on con- 
struction at once; if not, it will stand 
over at least 'another year. 

The bill looking to some rather techni- 
cal changes in the Assessment act and 
the important measure for the consolida- 
tion of (he Municipal Clauses act have 
been under discussion. The former has 
been amended with a view to afford 
some relief fo (small farmers and proper- 
ty owners as promised last year by the 
government. The latter, a very ponder- 
ous affair, has been referred to the 
municipal committee, and there is n gen- 
eral feeling that it should go to the muni- 
cipalities for consideration before being 
submitted to the House for approval. 
This is likely to be done, and in that 
case it will not be finally dealt with until 
next year. 

Animated Discussion 

The most animated discussion of the 
week took place on the bill introduced 
by the premier to disincorporate the 
municipality of Dewdney and pay 
its debts to the tune of $10,0000. 
Those who opposed had the best of the 
argument on all grounds but. one, states- 
manship, and as that was practically the 
only ground on which the Premier based 
lys appeal, the opposition can hardly he 
said to have scored. Hon. Mr. Mi-Bride 
willingly admitted that it was a danger- 
ous precedent for the government to 
shoulder the debts nf an insolvent, muni- 
cipality. He admitted that the people 
of Dewdney had forfeited all claims to 
respectful consideration by purposely 
evading their legitimate taxes, but the 
bald fact remained Hint they owed this 
money to Eastern financial institutions 
for dyking works which had been des- 
troyed by. a Hood, and they had nothing 
to pay. It would bo far worse for the 
province to incure the odium of default- 
ing, than to pay this $10,000 and main- 
tain ils integrity and credit in the money 
market. No attempt was made to con- 
trovert this statement of the case, which 
•proved sufficiently convincing' to give the 
government a majority of six in the first 
division of the session. 

Towards the end of (lie week the leg- 
islative ardor of the House cooled off, 
and is fairly gauged by a thirty-minute 
session on Friday, and an adjournment 
from then until Monday. The actual ses- 
sions of the week covered about ten 
amirs; but this furnishes lid criterion of 
the amount of work done by the 
members, who do far more in commit- 
tee and caucus than in the House itself, 
which lias become more of a registration 
bureau than a legislative factory. 

Several good speeches were delivered 
during the week, one of the befit being 
that of Mr. AV. J, Bowser in reply to 
Mr. John Oliver on the Dewdney mea- 
sure. Mr. Bowser is a forceful and ex- 
cellent fighter when roused. He is one 
of the most regular members in the 
House and seems to be In constant re- 
quest. To an onlooker he looks like a 
"coming man." Another Indefatigable 
worker on the government side is Dr. 
.Young, the chairman of! the private bills 



committee. Everything he docs is done 
with a businesslike air that begets con- 
fidence and respect. '• 
Ministers in Constant Attendance 
Tho ministers are in constant attend- 
ance at every session. The Premier 
says little, and only rises to a large fly, 
but what he does say is always pointed 
and impressive. He is cultivating by de- 
grees a somewhat nonchalant air, which 
is not altogether out of keeping with his 
build and general appearance, but it is 
only on the surface, as his opponents 
well know, for they never catch him 
napping. 

Hon. Chn.s. Wilson, tho attorney-gen- 
eral, ik easily the busiest man in the 
House. He earns his modest stipend 
twice over if anxious work, unremitting 
toil, and ubiquitous appearances count 
for anything. So far he has monopolized 
almost every sitting with important and 
voluminous amendments to the defective 
legislation of his predecessors, and whilst 
genial to all. and anxious at all times to 
compromise, one cannot resist the feel- 
ing that lie often yearns for those old 
Cariboo days, when there was some ex- 
citement really worth having. That 'was 
long before he had visions of the wool- 
sack. 

Capt. Tatlow is by common consent a 
model finance minister, who talks little 
and contents himself with slicking to 
business. lie is always in his place. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton is somewhat of 
a mystery to the novice. He sits iu soli- 
tude at the end of the ministerial seats, 
lias not yet spoken once this session, 
and is rarely spoken to. This may be 
due to the fact that he has no portfolio, 
but it strikes one as peculiar that a man 
with his clever fact, and fine head 
should be a silent member. His whole 
attitude and demeanor are not unsug- 
gestive of the spbynx. 

Would you know fbo "deux ex mach- 
ine" of the administration? The man 
who says little, yet sees all. The man 
who is retiring to the verge of self- of- 
facement, yet has to be reckoned with 
every time. The man who beneath the 
velvet scabbard wears a sword of steel. 
The man who combines the inscrutable 
diplomacy of a Machlavelli, with much 
of the political foresight of a Richelieu, 
then look to the seat in the rear where 
the Hon.. B. F. Green is installed. 

All tho active and notable members 
Of the House are not to be found on 
the government benches, but this "01111- 
has already excelled the limits as-

THE SALVOR. 



Mr. William Sloun, M. P., In some 
excellent suggestions with reference to 
the better protection of the West 
Coast, which; by the way, have been 
under consideration too long without 
having been given practical effect, 
calls attention to the facilities already 
existing having this end. in view. He 
on lis attention — unfortunately, we 
think, for himself and those for whom 
he speaks — to the Salvor, regarding 
which he says: 

"The arrangement for the Salvor Is 
an excellent thing as far as It goes, 
and there is not the slightest doubt 
that that vessel will give valuable 
service along the particular lines for 
which she is designed. She will do 
even more than this, and at times 
may be able to render Invaluable 
assistance to whips in distress; but 
life-saving is not her object, although 
the Messrs. Bullen may be counted 
upon to use her for that purpose to 
the utmost extent." 

The Colonist has had no desire to 
take advantage of the sad occurrences 
of the past week for the purpose of 
making party capital out of It. We 
would much prefer to see the reforms 
which should be made come in re- 
sponse to the united demands of the 
public irrespective of party affilia- 
tions. If we could have assurance 
that the life-saving service so desper- 
ately needed would be carried out as 
il should.be carried out — with an eye 
single to the protection of life and 
property In the best way possible — 
we should be disposed to place on one 
side any temporary advantage from a 
political point of view to be gained by 
an exposure of the present state of 
affairs and to regard it as forgotten. 
It is, therefore, unfortunate that Mr. 
Sloan should, in an endeavor to 
make the worse appear the better 
reason, have voluntarily placed his 
finger on the sorest part in the present 
administration of marine matters in 
Victoria. It is unfortunate that Sen- 
ator Templema'n, who is likely 'to 
come before the electors of this city 
for confirmation of his full cabinet 
rank, should be confronted with some- 
thing which he will find impossible to 
justify. It will be unfortunate that 
the electors who might be desirous or 
recognizing the long-delayed justice of 
cabinet representation to British Col- 
umbia would be thereby compelled to 
palliate a political deal, which la the 
common gossip of the street and the 
subject of severest condemnation In 
connection with the manner in which 
life-saving -was attempted to be ac- 
complished under the "arrangement" 
referred to. 

It is impossible to conceal from the 
public by specious representations the 
fact that the Dominion government is 
Fiaying $10,000 a year for the use of 
the Salvor, and that on the occasion 
when it went forth to save It had 
neither life-boat nor life-saving appli- 
ances, nor a crew of sailormcn fit to 
undertake. the duty entrusted to them. 
The expedition was fruitless as a, con- 
sequence. Ten thousand dollars a 
year capitalized at -I per cent, would 
represent a sum equivalent to $250,000. 
What could be done for the 'navigation 
of the West Coast witli $250,000? 
What is being done now for the $10,000 
a year? Let those who are respon- 
sible for this political crime answer. 

Even assuming, however, that the 
services rendered by the Salvor were 
fairly adequate to the services in- 
tended, which they are not, why should 
the public functions of ;i government 
be -farmed out to a private firm wholly 
without supervision or restrictions or 
stipulations? Why should $10,000 be 
paid for the use of a vessel which 
cost $5,000 or "thereabouts," a vessel 
which itself has entered upon the 
period of senile decay? • Why should 
$10,000 a year be paid for the saving 
of property and nothing for the saving 
of life? Is the saving of property 
more importnat than the precious lives 
who have gone down to death? For 
whoso benefit docs the Salvor save? 
is its object salvage or salving? Does 



Mr. Sloan regard the "arrangement" 
as an' excellent one for the public, or 
for the Messrs. Bullen? These are 
questions which will be asked of Sen- 
ator Templeman and Mr. Riley upon 
their return to Victoria. There is to 
be an official enquiry into the circum- 
stances connected with the destruction 
of the Valencia. Might it not be 
proper to enlarge the scope of that 
enquiry and investigate the causes 
which led to such "arrangement" 
having been made, or must that be 
relegated to the floor of the' House of 
Commons and to the electors of the 
city of Victoria, and, incidentally, to 
the electors, of the province of British 
Columbia? 



PRESERVING! THE ELK. 

We publish elsewhere a letter from 
Mr. Cllve Phillipps-Wolley, the well- 
known authority on big game, with 
respect to an article whiah appvfl-rcfi 
in the Colonist, entitled "Must the 
Elk Go?" 

Mr. Wolley takes serious exception 
to the statement that there Is any 
danger of the elk becoming extinct on 
Vancouver Island, and practically 
denies that there Is any material 
diminution of the herds there. In 
stating the position of the Colonist 
he Is somewhat misleading when he 
credits it with saying that the elk 
are practically extinct. " It is hardly 
necessary to say that we are per- 
fectly aware that sucli a statement 
would not be true, but our article 
pointed to the danger of extinction 
as one that was worthy of serious con- 
sidera'tion. We do not think that 
Mr. Wolley or the other authorities on 
big game will deny that the elk is a 
very shy and timid animal, and, above 
all members of the deer family, seeks 
seclusion from the haunts Of man. 
This, we think, is the experience of 
hunters, and a matter of common ob- 
servation as well. We are glad to be 
informed by one who should know a 
great deal more of the subject than 
we do, that the danger of extinction 
is not so imminent as the Colonist 
would make It appear. It Is a sub- 
ject, however, upon which opinions 
may reasonably differ. Information 
that has been received from those 
who profess at all events to know the 
interior of the Island, lias confirmed 
the view we expressed, and we have 
had several complaints during the 
past year as to the killing off of the 
females in contravention of the law. 

The desire to see the elk preserved 
is one that will at least have the sym- 
pathy of a large element of the com- 
munity, and one that, notwithstanding 
the views expressed by Mr. Wolley, Is 
sufficiently Important to have the con- 
sideration of the authorities,. 

The danger to which we call atten- 
tion is all the greater from the fact 
that in the near future an era of de- 
velopment is expected on Vancouver 
Island as a result of the opening up 
and settlement of the more remote 
parts' in contemplation by the E. & N. 
Railway Company. That Increased 
activity on the part of the prospector 
and miner, the extension of the E. & 
N.. railway lines and construction of 
branch lines, the operations of the 
lumberman and the encroachment of 
the settler, will make serious inroads 
on the home of the elk, no one can 
seriously deny. It will probably mean 
the early extinction of that animal. 

The creation of a game preserve for 
the purpose of perpetuating the big 
game on this Island Is neither an Im- 
practicable nor an expensive Idea, and 
it seems to us should have the support 
of men like Mr. Wolley. It may be 
that lie has no particular regard for 
posterity, feeling that posterity has no 
claims upon the existing generation. 

There Is an analogue in the Big 
Horn; that animal was formerly very 
plentiful in the southern Interior or 
British Columbia, and it will be 
scarcely denied that as a result of 
indiscriminate "slaughter" he is very 
scarce in the Ashnola Mountains and 
other favorite fields from which many 
trophies were formerly taken by 
hunters. The Big Horn Is not more 
susceptible to the Influences of the 
sportsman than is the elk. 

As to our statement that the elk 
were long ago extinct on the Mainland, 
we have no less an authority than the 
late curator of the museum, Mr. John 
Fannin, who states in his "List of 
Mammals" contained in the Provincial 
Museum, that the elk "was at one time 
distributed over the southern portion 
of the Mainland," but is "now extinct 
there." We have never heard of elk 
being shot on the Mainland, but accept 
Mr. Wolley's statement that they have 
been killed In recent years in East 
Kootenay. Their presence there may 
possibly have been accounted for by 
the fact that there are still some herds 
In the neighboring state of Washing- 
ton. 

Our object, however, in calling at- 
tention to the matter was not to pro- 
claim the fact that there were no elk 
on Vancouver Island, or that they were 
were not still tolerably abundant but 
to ■ emphasize the Importance of pre- 
serving an asset and an animal that 
we all regard as worthy of perpetua- 
tion.

tious which handicap the individual pro- 
ducer us compared with production un- 
der the joint stock principle, nevertheless 
preserves the principle of private owner- 
ship and the stimulus to individuo) effort; 
in other words, it is not possible for sin- 
gle individuals to combat the great ag- 
gregations of capital which we have to- 
day, as a result of the development of 
increased facilities of communication ami 
the universal introduction of machinery, 
but it is possible if individuals join forces 
to successfully compete, and more es- 
pecially in certain lines of production. 
On the other hand, socialism' eliminates 
the element of private interest alto- 
gether, and works in the mass for 
cumulative results, in which prac- 
tically speaking, there is no relation 
of benefit, to individual effort. One 
works along the individual lines of hu- 
man development, the other in opposition 
to the most fundamental instinct* of 
humanity. 

The practice of co-operation is yet in 
its infancy. There are many lines of 
production and distribution in which suf- 
ficient experience bus not yet. been ob- 
tained to justify ils being adopted the 
world over. lake every other principle 
it must proceed slowly from the known 
In the unknown, and from sum to untri- 
ed grounds. There are, too, conditions in 
one country which favor co-operation and 
in others which are not favorable, but 
in certain lines and in certain countries, 
the principle has beep demonstrated to 
bo completely satisfactory and success- 
ful. 

We have in Denmark agriculture car- 
ried on and agricultural products mar- 
keted by co-operative methods, with un- 
exampled success. Denmark in agricul- 
ture is sotting the pace for all the other 
countries in the world. We have the 
cheese factories and creameries of Can- 
ada worked almost wholly by co-operat- 
ive methods, and nio^t satisfactorily. 
We have many co-operative building so- 
cieties — in fact tho principle lines been 
making rapid strides everywhere, it is 
the only practical form of socialism, 
and at the same time recognizes all the 
rights of the individual in what lie pro- 
duces or the property which lie culls his 
own. 

Referring to Hie article from the Can- 
adian Grocer, it asks: What can co-oper- 
ation do for the desperately poor, such 
as make up the ranks of. the unemploy- 
ed? or the "creature* of the Knst End" 
in London? "Co-operation," it says, 
"works to save those who are already 
saved." The writer of that article 
opens up a question which he is himself 
unable to answer, but to which co-opera- 
tion really gives the reply. He con- 
fesses that the -present system ns de- 
veloped in England lias produced condi- 
tions and a problem which is impossible 
for him to solve. Recent history, how- 
ever furnishes a practical solution for 
conditions only a little better than those 
which exist in London. 

Our readers liave heard of the .Peo- 
ple's Banks in Continental Europe. 
These institutions have developed from 
the combination of a few poor peasants 
to a wonderful system combining the 
efforts of millions of people, and aggre- 
gating in capital many millions of 
money. The people's banks were de- 
signed to benefit the "submerged tenth" 
of Germany, who had been oppressed for 
ages by usurers and were in abject pov- 
erty and dependence upon the money, 
lenders, to whom they paid usurious in- 
terest, and the greater part of the pro- 
ducts of their toil. By pooling the credit 
of the community, they obtained the ordi- 
nary bank rate of interest, and the poor 
peasants were enabled to sow and reap 
their crops and relieve themselves of the 
tremendous burden of slavery entailed 
by the money harpies who preyed upon 
them. The problem opened up by the 
present condition of affairs in London, is 
not an easy one to solve, the conditions 
being exceptionally difficult to ileal with, 
but there is no doubt in the world that 
some form of industrial co-operation, 
connected with a return to the land, is 
the remedy that practical economists will 
lincl best suited to the requirements of 
the situation. These poor people, having 
sunk to a level of poverty in which they 
are unable to help themselves, will prob- 
ably require assistance from the govern- 
ment to make another start in life. 

General Booth, head of the Salvation 
Army, lias struck the key-note in his ef- 
forts to establish industrial colonies, 
founded on the principles of self-help. 
The key-note is co-operation. 
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any person else, and forget their money. 
Some capitalists, like some socialists, are 
cowards and lllgrntcs, The percentage of

It Is only a few years ago that 1 had to 
thrash all this 'but In the English KIcltl, 
producing the evidence of our- successful 
visitors and their bags, to prove that we 
had plenty of wapiti ("elk") still left. Now 
you undo my work. 

Take those facts from mo, and I'll prove 
them, If anyone likes to put up a large 
enough bet to pay aie for my trouble. 

1. There are plenty of elk on Vancouver 
Island still. To support this I will pro- 
duce men who have seen a- hundred this 
year, and killed some of them — citizens of 
Victoria, visitors like Mr. Ilanbury anil 
navnl men now on this station, and oue 
of your own clergy. 

2. Ei- were not "long ago extinct" even 
on the .Mainland of British Columbia, 
They have been killed in recent years in 
Bast Kootenay, though they are scarce 
there. 

IS. Don't believe liulf you hear about the 
beasts or the men in ■ the hush, Take a 
holiday and go and look for yourself. 
Hunters, my dear sir, are not nil tools or 
batchers, and very few men "slaughter." 

I really have had enough experience to 
speak with some .authority on this mat- 
ter, and though, of course, there la a ease 
now and then of reckless killing, these 
cases are very rare, and generally the work 
of hide hunters, l'ou have plenty of elk 
.still on the Island, anil as decent a set of 
men to hunt them, whether visitors or lo- 
cal, as you will linil anywhere. 

Take my advice. Ite proud of them and 
let them alone. They can take care of 
Hhcmselves; but. if there Is to he ever- 
lasting tinkering with the game law there 
will be trouble. 

As for your park, who is going to pay 
for It: We cannot afford too many lux- 
uries. Let nts pay for our comic coanuls- 1 
slon and a few necessary' utilities, before 
we paint the lily By creating a park or 
sanctuary for game on unexplored Van- 
couver Island.

Atlantic steamers; the vessel hav- 
ing sprung a leak, tin' pumps were found 
to lie Inadequate to cope with tho inrush 
of water, and the following day a wireless ' 
call was scut forth for help, which was Im- 
mediately responded to and assistance sent 
out from three different points, one of the 
rescuing bouts taking the lightship In tow, | 
and being tiually forced to transfer the! 
crew, only in time, however, as the light- 
ship sank ten minutes later. Another case 
In which a calamity was probably averted 
through this medium, is thai of the SS. 
Lorraine, from Franco, bound for New 
Voi-i;. Slic was warned on the 20th alt. 
by a wireless message from the American 
liner l'helndelphla to alter her course, to 
avoid a largo iceberg direetlv In her chart- 
ed path, olT tlie Grand Banks. Had the 
Vnlencla had wireless apparatus on her 
(which shauld.be made compulsory oa all 
passenger steamers), and were stations 
erected along our dangerous West Coast, 
this disaster might have been prevented, 

It seems rather peculiar that the Domin- 
ion government has turned all her atten- 
tion in this line to the Bust coast, hav- 
ing already made contracts with the Mar- 
coni Wireless Company for the erection of 
twenty-three stations (twenty of which arc 
now operating) along tin: coast of Labra- 
dor and Gulf of St. Lawrence, which, ac- 
cording to the report of the late minister 
of marine and fisheries, the Hon. It. Pre- 
fontalne, were giving complete satisfac- 
tion, whilst our shores, which are proving 
equally dangerous, are left unprotected. 
The suggestion of one of your correspon- 
dents, that signal telegraph stations lie 
placed every ten miles or so in order that 
assistance may be speedily got In ease of 
wrecks, Is not all that Is necessary; what 
we require la a preventative, which, I 
think, would lie found In wireless teleg- 
raphy. The matter could not be more 
forcibly brought to the attention of the 
Dominion gnrrenment than at the present 
moment, when so many homes are mourn- 
ing the loss of loved ones who perished 
within sight of land. Hoping that tills 
suggestion may not be altogether lost, and 
thanking yon for permitting me to en- 
croach on your valuable space',

'Fantalsicstucko.' Herr Evstafleff Rose 
played these pieces and the subsequent 
numbers on the lengthy programme 
with admirable crispness and an indi- 
viduality rare in so young an artist. 
Space does not permit of our men- 
tioning In detail each item of the pro- 
gramme, and we will therefore limit 
ourselves to stating that his rendering 
of Chopin's 'Ballade in Q Minor' and 
of Liszt's brilliant 'Solonalse In E 
Major,' brought him storms of con- 
tinued and well merited applause, 
which he was compelled to acknowl- 
edge with more than one encore." 

Upon learning of those artists on the

Tariff Reform 
For the Empire 

Toronto Board of Trade Outlines 
Policy — Protection Is 
Popular. 



Resolutions to Be Submlttedat 
Sixth Congress of Chamber 
of Commons. 



(From the Toronto Mail and Empire.) 

There was a little breeze at the spe- 
cial general meeting of the board of 
trade yesterday afternoon, when the 
champions of the two schools of thought 
. — "Manchester" and "Birmingham" — 
clashed in wordy warfare. Mr. Staple- 
ton Caldecott stood Up boldly and "In 
splendid isolation" us the exponent of 
free trade. He bad arrayed against him 
.such well known protectionists as W. 
V. Cockshutt, M. P., Lt.-Col. Denison 
and A. 13. Kemp, M. P., ivlio each took 
the ground that there were other causes 
entering into the defeat of the Unionist 
from the question of tariff reform. They 
forces In Great Britain far removed 
contended that if the tariff had been 
eliminated from the fight altogether the 
result would have been the same. Col. 
iDccison declared that in every case 
where the candidates came out with a 
clear-cut policy for tariff reform, even 
involving a tax on wheat, they had been 
returned with increased majorities. 

The meeting was called to discuss the 
resolutions to be presented at the sixth 
congress of chambers of commerce of 
the Empire, which will be held in Lon- 
don, England, in July next. 

The president, Mr. J. D. Allan, in 
calling the meeting to order, deplored 
the small attendance. Notices bad been 
sent out to the members over ten days 
ago, and be bad thought that the sub- 
jects to be discussed were of such im- 
portance as to warrant a much larger 
attendance. The executive had prepar- 
ed a report for the consideration of the 
•members. The number present was not 
complimentary to the council. If such 
questions were to be relegated to the ex- 
ecutive, it became a question if it was 
worth their while to devote their time 
to the interests of the board of trade. 
For Closer Union. 

The first anil chief resolution submit- 
ted bad to do with "commercial rela- 
tions between the 'Mother Country, her 
colonies and dependencies," and was as 
follows: 

"Whereas, it is generally recognized 
that an advantageous commercial bond 
is the strongest link in national Unity, 
v and that the maintenance ami strength- 
ening of trade is the keystone of a 
.state's successful development; 

"And whereas, the existence of an 
empire is largely dependent upon the 
material prosperity of its people: 

"It is resolved, that in the opinion of 
this congress the bonds of the British 
Empire would be materially strengthen- 
ed and the union of the various parts of 



His Majesty's dominions greatly con- 
solidated by the adoption of a commer- 
cial policy based upon the principle of 
mutual benefit, whereby each component 
part of the Empire' would receive a sub- 
stantial advantage in trade as the result 
of its national relationship. 

"It is further resolved, that in order 
to make the foregoing operative, the 
chair shall appoint, before this congress 
dissolves, a representative and propor- 
tionate committee of home and colonial 
delegates, to devise a scheme of this na- 
ture, and report to this or n similar 
commercial congress, and that a copy of 
the resolution be officially forwarded to 
the home and colonial governments con- 
cerned in the proposition." 

This called forth the following amend- 
ment from Mr, Stapleton Caldecott, 
which was seconded by Mr. John Doug- 
las: 

"Therefore, in the judgment of this 
meeting, and in view of the clear ex- 
pression of opinion of the British elec- 
tors against the imposition of duties up- 
on foodstuffs, and. the equally clear ex- 
pression of opinion of the agricultural 
class of Canada against high tariffs up- 
on imported goods, and in favor of 
preferential treatment of British and 
colonial manufactures, the minimum tar- 
iff upon the rest of the British Empire 
be never more than 50 per cent, of the 
maximum tariff in force Against the rest 
of the world. 

Free Trader's Views. 

Mr. Caldecott attributed the small at- 
tendance to the fact that the resolution 
submitted was the same as had been 
before the board for three years. He 
had lived in England for many years, 
and knew the sentiment there, and bo 
was quite convinced that the English 
electorate would never consent to the 
imposition of n tax on foodstuffs. Free 
trade was just as popular in England 
today as it ever was, and the farmers 
of Canada were opposed to a high tariff. 
It. was usesless to ask the people of 
Britain to put a tax on wheat. The 
matter would have to be approached in 
another way. He favored a minimum 
tariff in Canada of about 1,1 per cent, 
and a preference of 50 per cent, to Brit- 
ain. In this way they would be doing 
something tangible for the Mother Coun- 
try. We was an out-and-out free trad- 
er, but with this country's largely in- 
creasing expenditure a revenue tariff 
now seemed necessary. He would like to 
see some policy that: would encourage 
trade within the Empire. » 

Workings of Preference. 

Mr. W. F. Cockshutt, M. I'., pointed 
out that with Mr. Caldecott's amend- 
ment added the resolution would not be 
a fitting one to go before the congress 
representing delegates from all parts of 
the Empire. Mr. Caldecott's amend- 
ment was purely Canadian, while it 
was designed to make the resolution ap- 
plicable to all parts of the Empire. The 
reason for the small attendance was due 
to the fact that the members had con- 
fidence in the executive, and were in 
accord with the resolution, which had 
been retained because it was felt that 
it. could not be improved upon. Toron- 
to was now regarded as the centre of 
imperialism in Canada. This resolution 
had been taken up by the Toronto board 
of trade; when there was not a member 
of the British parliament in favor of 
tariff reform. Now they bad a Birming- 
ham school in England as opposed to 
the Manchester school, and the latter 
was on the .wane. 

Mr. Cockshutt quoted figures to show 
that the preference of .'!.'! i-;t p C r cent, 
grcnted to Britain had been of benefit 
to British manufacturers and merchants 
inking the imports under the general

This was an average of l!).l!) per 
cent, as against 30.00. 

In those four years Canada had sac- 
rificed between four and five millions 
per year in order to strengthen British 
connections. There wan this to be said, 
if the arrangement would not be of ad- 
vantage to Britain they would not he 
obliged to come in. In his opinion the 
Canadian manufacturers, as a body, 
were prepared to sacrifice their own in- 
terests in the interests of all. He felt 
that the resolution covered the whole 
ground. It had ran the gauntlet of two 
congresses, and they had decided to keep 
it intact, as it had never been adopted 
in its entirety. In the Compromise reso- 
lution adopted at London, Eng., the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission was 
provided for, but this commission had 
not been appointed. 

Mr. .T. \Y. Woods favored the resolu- 
tion. Their atitude was that both Can- 
ada and Britain should reap an advan- 
tage. Speaking for the business he was 
identified with, he declared that their 
Imports from Britain had doubled 
since the adoption of the preferential 
tariff and since the surtax had been 
imposed against Germany their im- 
ports from that country bad practically 
ceased. He felt that Canada must 
have a low tariff on primary materials. 
The clothing Interests in Canada were 
of more importance than the textiles, 
and therefore no bar .should be placed 
in the way of the conversion of cloth 
Into clothes. He saw no reason why 
wheat In the future could not be taxed 
with advantage to the colonies and 
no disadvantage to Britain. 

Canada Favors Protection. 

Lieut. -Col. Denison said the resolu- 
tion was not for Canada, but was 
framed to apply to the whole Empire. 
It would be very injudicious to put fcl 
anything: that would cause friction and 
trouble at the congress. He objected 
to the clauses In Air. Caldecot's resolu- 
tion stating that the British electors 
had declared against the Imposition of 
duties upon foodstuffs and the farmers 
of Canada were opposed to high tariff 
against Imported goods. 

The people of Canada had declared 
In favor of high tariff. They had stood 
up valiantly for the National Policy. 
He believed Mr. Caldecott would live 
to see tariff reform carried In Great 
Britain. In the recent elections in 
England when the men had come out 
In clear-cut advocacy of protection, 
even Involving a tax on food, they bad 
been returned by large majorities. It 
was the wobblers that bad fallen by 
the wayside. Chamberlain and his 
men, Sir Gilbert Parker, Sir Howard 
Vincent, and others, had been trium- 
phantly returned. The speaker in- 
stanced the many disquieting ques- 
tions before the electors which bad 
helped to distract attention from the 
tariff reform Issue. 

Mr. It. C. Steele thought It. would be 
Injudicious to send a resolution of a 
controversial character. It was quite 
true that the average Britisher was 
opposed to any Increase in the price 
of foodstuffs, but he would see the 
matter in a new light when the com- 
pensating advantages were pointed 
out. He bad for years been 'a free 
trader, but had ceased to be a free 
trader where the free trade was all on 
one side. 

Mr. A. E. Kemp, M. P., said that the 
attitude of the delegates to the con- 
gross was 'jiot that of begging for 



something that they needed. They 
only desired a policy that would serve 
to knit the ties of Empire stronger. 
There was no part of the Empire that 
could get along so well without any 
special preference as Canada. There 
was a sentiment in Canada in favor 
of closer union with the Mother Coun- 
try, and this was regarded as an op- 
portune time to strengthen that senti- 
ment and mold it Into aouiethiiig more 
tangible. In this resolution they were 
dealing with a principle, not with the 
details or a policy which wovslt! have 
to be worked out later. The matter 
had not been affected by the result of 
the elections In Britain. With the 
tariff issue eliminated he believed the 
Conservative party would have been 
just as decisively defeated. Canada 
had given Britain a 33 1-3 per ce»t. 
preference, and therefore it was not 
necessary to go Into the matter In a 
resolution like this. AVhen a tajlff 
came to be framed they were no swing 
to ask the poor people of Brltaij to 
pay more for a loaf of bread to help 
them. He held that the infinitesimal 
duty which It would be necessary to 
place on wheat would not affect the 
price of the loaf. This resolution was 
sufficiently explicit In itself. They 
should stand by Mr. Chamberlain. 

Both Mr. Caldecott arid bis seconder, 
Mr. Douglas, admitted that they had 
introduced the amendment under a 
misapprehension, as they bad believed 
the resolution to be a local matter for 
discussion by the board, and did not 
believe It was to go before the con- 
gress. The amendment was therefore 
withdrawn, and the resolution was car- 
ried unanimously. 

Other Resolutions. 

The following resolutions wore also 
carried unanimously: 

It Is resolved, that in the opinion of 
this congress the naturalization laws 
of the various parts of the Empire 
should be so unified as to make any 
citizen who has been duly naturalized 
in any part of his Majesty's domin- 
ions a British subject wherever the 
flag waves, and entitled to the full 
rights and privileges of a native born. 

It is resolved that in the opinion of 
this congress the circulation and free 
interchange of newspapers and period- 
icals published In the different parts 
of the Empire Is not only a promoter 
of trade, but helps toward that associa- 
tion of Ideas and of interest which 
makes for unity, without which there 
can be no national existence. 

Therefore, his Majesty's government 
is urged to adopt such rates of postage 
on this class of mall matter as will 
encourage the circulation of British 
newspapers and periodicals in all parts 
of the Empire.

B. C. FRUIT IN 

AUSTRALIA 



Some Advice to Provincial Grow- 
ers Regarding Shipment 
of Fruit," 



The following excerpt from the weekly 
report of trade and commerce of 15th, 
January; is transmitted for publication 
by the deputy minister of agriculture. 

"The second shipment of British Co- 
lumbia apples, which arrived at Sydney', 
ox-Miowera, early in November, landed 
in splendid condition, and the grading of 
the fruit gave every satisfaction. Had 
more enre been exercised in the first 
shipment, which came forward in Octo- 
ber, the results would also have been 
gratifying to the Importers for the' fruit 
arrived to a bare market, besides Whieli 
the repute of Canadian apples would 
have been upheld. Shipments of apples 
and pears received at Melbourne, and 
Sydney from Seattle, by the Vancouver 
steamers, have been unfavorable report- 
ed upon as regards condition, varieties 
and quality. 

Market for B. C. Poars 

''The shipment of pears received in 
Melbourne early last month from Se- 
attle' landed, owing to want of care iu 
packing, in bad condition, ft is utter- 
ly wrong to pack delicate fruit like 
pears in a bushel case for export,' he- 
cause, ripening as it does even in cold 
storage, every bump the case receives 
damages each individual fruit. The few 
cases of pears that arrived in good con- 
dition were very delicious and brougilt 
eighteen shillings (say $4,38) per case. 
Should Britisti Columbia fruit growers 
decide next season to export pears to 
Australia, they should pack them ex- 
actly as they would pack eggs, and the 
results will more than justify the ex- 
tra expense, for there is no kind of ex-' 
otic fruit more highly appreciated in 
Australia, or which commands a better 
price."

Will Have Eighty More Votes 
Than AH Other Parties 
Combined. 



Chamberlain Is Already Plan* 
nlng for Support of Inde- 
pendent Laborites. 



London, Jan. 27. — Except that the 
returns from nine constituencies have 
not been received, the general elec- 
tions in the United Kingdom are 
ended. The government coalition 
will have approximately 510 votes In 
the next parliament, this estimate in- 
cluding on the side of Premier Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman the Na- 
tionalist and Labor votes, with the 
concrete Unionist minority of 1G0 
votes on thd opposition side. The 
issues in the campaign brought forth 
by the Liberals included an expensive 
■war, for which the people are still 
paying; a threatened raising of food 
prices; an unpopular educational sys- 
tem; an unprecedented number of 
unemployed, and many other matters. 
General dissatisfaction with the 
■ Unionists' ten years of power was 
manifested. Sir Henry will enter the 
new parliament on February 13 with 
the greatest majority ever given to an 
English premier. The Unionists (heifer 
after the apposition) will barely fill 
half of the left benches, while another 
notable fact js that many of the most 
notable 

Unionist Debaters Will Be Absent, 

at least on the first day of the sitting, 
among them being . *• former. Premter 
Balfour. On the other hand, the gov- 
ernment's support will fill its own 
allotted seats and overflow the vacant 
half of the opposition, where the Na- 
tionalists and independent Labor mem- 
bers will also find places. 

As a result of the election the poli- 
tical , map of England shows a tre- 
mendous change of conditions, and It 
may safely be said that the incoming 
of a new party to power marks a com- 
plete upsetting of the old order of 
things. For even the most partizan 
of the Conservatives admit that the 
Liberal government is in power for at 
least its full term under the Septen- 
nial Act, and that within the next six 
years new names will be made and 
new statesmen will appear; while the 
premier, whether he stays In the 
House of Commons or goes to the 
House of Lords, has won a name 
which will be 

Handed Down to Posterity 
With such evidence as the country has 
given of opposition to the Unionists 
and -In favor of the Liberals, who also 
are pledged to carry out the foreign 
policy 'Inaugurated by Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Lansdowne, the Liberal gov- 
ernment feels confident that it will 
receive whole-hearted support for some 
time to come, or until the minority is 
able to draw off sufficient support to 
become an opposition strong enough to 
be considered. 

The composition of the 'new purlla- 
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ment, as near as It now is possible to 
tell, is: Liberals, 376; Unionists, 
160; Nationalists, 84; Laborltes, 69. 

Thus It will be seen .that the Lib- 
erals have a majority over all of 73 
votes, but such a thing as a com- 
bination of the entire force of Labor- 
ltes and Nationalists against the gov- 
ernment Is hardly conceivable. On 
the contrary, the Labor and National- 
ist members may safely be counted on 
the government's side on the main 
issues in parliament for some time to 
come. 

It should also be pointed out that 
this election probably marks the end 
of the old two-party system, there 

Now Being Four Groups, 
of which the Laborites are most in- 
teresting. The Labor party's develop- 
ment in national politics marks a sur- 
prising change of sentiment in the 
country. Liberals are supporting La- 
borltes and Laborltes are supporting 
Liberals in most instances. In some 
quarters it Is predicted that the Labor 
party will become the great demo- 
cratic party of England. The fact 
that labor felt Its strength in this 
election is bound to give an impetus to 
the movement in the future, especially 
as John Burns, the Labor party leader, 
has been prominently seated in the 
cabinet. Mr. Burns, it is generally 
conceded, is certain to reflect credit 
upon his position and supporters, 
knowing the virulent attempts made 
upon him by the adherents of the aris- 
tocratic regime and the Jealousy of a 
certain element among the laborites. 
Some 25 members of the labor party 
belong to what Is known as 

"Labor Representatives" 
They are pledged to disregard the 
party whips of either side and to vote 
in accordance with the wishes of their 
constituents. So long us they follow 
instructions they are paid H.000 each 
per year by the labor representatives 
rommlttee. The other labor mem- 
bers who are unpledged will probably 
stand by the Liberal side through 
thick and thin, and on labor questions 
will have the support of some 20 or 
30 of the more radical Liberals. 

The new parliament opens a wide vis- 
ta for speculation on the possibility 
of combination. The minority is hom- 
ogeneous and the majority heterogfc'n- 
ious, and the concreto minority la cer- 
tain to endeavor to secure the support 
of section* of the majority. 

It is a fact that Joseph Chamberlain 
lias a!r»a<ly outlined a plan for the Un- 
ionist support of labor on all trades un- 
ion propositions. Mr. Chamberlain in a 
speech this week, nailed the colors of 
protection to the mast and this, with tho 
fact that Mr. Balfour has accepted a 
seat for the city of .London, and an es- 
sentially tariff reform seat, makes it al- 
most certain that 

Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamberlain 

in tho future will work liana and filove 
for tariff reform on the Chamberlain 
lines. It may be pointed out that the 
thrift? reform movement in this election 
has not toe'eu without Mr victories. The 
Chamberlain! tea are drawing much con- 
solation from the fact that in several 
cases Unionist free traders were de- 
feated by members of the Chamberlain 
group. Mr. Chamberlain claims 100 
Unionists, 40 Laborites and 84 Nation- 
alists on tho question of protection. One 
thing is certain, that the Laborites will 
take a leading part in tho coming ses- 
sion of parliament though it is not Im- 
probable that any opposition tactics 
will develop during the first session. 

The Nationalists who expected to head 
the balance of power are somewhat dis- 
appointed but political prophets do not 
hesitate to say that home rule for Ire- 
land in modified form is actually /in 
sight. Asserting that it is logical to 
•conclude, after Campbell-Bannerman's 
pledge relative to the 1 .management of 
the Irish parliament subsidiary to the 
imperial parliament will be tried with 
the next two years. 



The telemobiloscope, designed by a 
Dusseldorf Inventor lor enabling a pilot 
to detfot a shtp nuar at hand in a fog, 
depends upon the fact that electric 
wrvcs are reflected when they strike 
a metulllc object. The apparatus con- 
slats of a long box or tube, pivoted at 
one end and open at the other, contain- 
ing a spark generator near the pivoted 
end and two lenses for collecting the 
electric waves into a bundle. A suit- 
able motor turns the box horizontally 
on the vertical pivot. As the box slight- 
ly inclined toward the water, is swung 
around, the electric waves are pro- 
jected outward, and if they strike an 
object containing metal they are re- 
flected back, acting upon a receiver sim- 
ilar to that used in wireless telegraphy. 
This receiver is influenced only by re- 
turn waves. When a vessel is discovered 
the apparatus is turned until the rellec- 
tion is strongest, when a good estimate 
of the distance can be made. 

One's bail', if never cut, would fur- 
nish a record of his health during lite. 
This is the interesting discovery of Mat- 
sura, a Japanese physiologist who 
shows that the hair— like the finger 
nails— grows smaller in disease and that 
the duration of the malady be estimated 
from the length of the thinner section of 
the hairs. The variations ar« most 
striking in the coarse-haired races of 
people. 

* * * 

If odors were solid particles they 
would tend to form uuclei of cloudy con- 
densation in supersaturated air. Dr. 
John Aitken 'has tested musk and twen- 
ty-three other odorous substances with- 
out finding such nuclei, and he concludes 
that odors are gaseous and that smell 
has gas as its fundamental basis. 

A novel electric station-hidiealor, the 
invention of a Danish engineer, is in use 
upon a Berlin tramway. The appara- 
tus is contained in a glass-faced wooden 
case, and shows- the name of the next 
station in a conspicuous place over the 
odor of the car. The names of the sta- 
tions are on a roll of paper, which la 
moved over two drums by a clockwork 
motor, a ratchet wheel stopping the roll 
at each name. At proper places along 
the overhead wire arc annex wires or 
bars, and when oue of these comes in 
contact with a tongue or extra wire on 
the trolly pole, a current impulse passes 
to nn electro-magnet, which releases the 
ratchet and allows the cylinders to move 
forward to the next stop. Showing the 
station named next in order.

A singulnf maple tree on the left 
bank of the Oder, in Germany, is at. 
least a century old, and has been twist- 
ed and cut into a kind of circular house 
of two stories. A linn leafy floor lias 
iheen farmed b,y qausing the branches 
to become, gradually woven i together. 
'Above this is a smajle? second, floor, 
similarly formed, and the ends of the 
branches have been woven into solid 
walls, in which eight windows on each 
story have been cut.

The highest kite ascent was lately 
made at Lindenliurg, Prussia, 21,(100 
feet being reached, with six attached 
kites and 10,000 yards of wire. The 
temperature fell from 41 degrees at the 
surface to 13 degrees below zero; the 
wind 18 miles at the surfnee, was 5(i 
miles au hour at highest point.

In using incandescent mantles for gas 
lighting the Illumination is found to in- 
crease for a time, then it steadily dim- 
inishes. The rise at first Is thought to 
be due to a gradual shaping to tho flame 
and the subsequent gradual failure is 
attributed to two causes. Dust particles 
of silica drawn against the mantle by 
the air currents from infusible silicates 
of small illuminating power. The more 
important' cause of degeneration, how- 
ever, is the slow volatilization of the 
ceria, to which the incandescence is due. 
The amount of moisture in the air has 
a slight effect on the light of a mantle.

■Co-opui-utlou Is at various times suggest- 
ed by some us a remedy for farmers und 
working men to use against merchants nud 
manufacturer^, but in America the pro- 
ducing sections of the community have 
never shown .that they are able to hold 
together long enough to build up uu en-

ganized for the beuelit uf those "on the in- 
side." 

That he seea co-operation rus practical un- 
der capltallum lu Inadequate to affect the 
real cause of poverty Is ihown In the fol- 
lowing extract: 

"The slums grow for all of co-operation, 
the Blums and Mayfalr, Whltechapel and 
1 ark Lane. The enormous estates are no 
smaller, the great fortunes gather their In- 
crement, surplusage and doildeucy. Waste 
and want are exactly as before. Still un- 
checked In any way, greed accumulates 
and penury gnaws crusts und remainder 
old bones, 

"In London are 129,000 registered pau- 
pers. What is co-operation to them'.' Tlicre 
are 1,500,000 persons that are practically 
starving. What Is co-operntlon to them 7 
There' is a vast population that crawls 
about lu sub-cellars and filth and misery 
unutterable. What Is co-operation to these? 

"in every English city, one-fifth of th 
Inhabitants never know what It Is to huv 
enough to cat, never sleep iu a decent 
bed, never know wealth nor decency, nor 
comfort. What Is co-operntlon to themV 
Co-operation! They have nothing to buy; 
they have nothing to save. While the co- 
operators Increase In numbers, Steadily In- 
crease also the ranks of the paupers, the 
starving, the degenerate, the brutish, the 
prowling, und the slinking creatures of tho 
Bust End. 

"Are these the poor we are to have with 
us always? Not at all, not at all. They 
ure the awful menace und the awful retri- 
bution of a system of civilization that 
must have In it something radically 
wrong. Wise men In -England are under no 
hulluehintloa as to the meaning of the 
gaunt, sickly forms that herd and doze 
about the greasy inches of Whltechapel. 

"Royal commissions, appalled at the 
statistics of the Increasing ratios of pau- 
perism, Insanity and disease, are laborl- 
ously trying to find a remedy for a mon- 
strous and sinister evil against which co- 
operation avails nothing. 

"Kor the truth Is that, compared with 
the real disease that drags down England 
and threatens every other nation, co-oper- 
ation works to save only those that ure al- 
ready saved."

Patent Medicines 



Contained in an Address Del!, 
vered by Dr. Fagan Before 
[Vledical Assn. 



Matter Is Being Taken Up by 
Press Throughout Domin- 
ion of Canada* 



A terrible indictment against the pat- 
ent, medicine fakee is contained in nn 
address delivered by C. J. Fagnn. M.D., 
of the Provincial Department of Health, 
■before the Canadian .Medical Association 
which met at Vancouver in August last. 
The address, which is published in full 
in the Canadian Lancet, is being taken 
n I) by the press throughout the Domin- 
ion and also by o, special committee of 
the Canada Medical Association who 
have already drafted certain resolutions 
which have been forwarded to Ottawa 
with a view to .suppressing the sale of 
quack nostrums or to compel the manu- 
facturers to place on every package or 
■bottle the formula of its contents and 
where poison is a part, of the ingredient 
to haw a poison label attached. 

Dr. Pagan opens hi* address which 
he entitles "Patent Medicines," with a 
statement that the .subject of his remarks 
was too comprehensive to admit of any- 
thing like exhaustive treatment during 
the necessarily limited time afforded him 
while the association was in session. He 
opened with the case of an average 
patient who is lured away by some 
slowing advertisement, of alleged mirac- 
ulous cures just at: the time when^the 
physician had sot his ailment under con- 
trol and had the patient on a fair way 
towards recovery. in continuing Dr. 
Fasan said: 

"He purchases bottle 'after bottle, it 
■may be case after case, of the wonder- 
ful' elixir brought to his attention, and, 
after utterly ruining his system with 
some quack concoction .struggles back to 
our office, more dead than alive, and, in 
complaining tone of voice, says 'Doctor, 
1 don't seem to be getting better.' Of 
course, he doesn't; but it never occurs to 
him to put the cause of failure down to 
any other agency than the unfortunate 
physician who has been forsaken in the 
midst of his task. 

•'Then there is the person who has 
heeu 'doctoring' himself with quack nos- 
trums until he has absolutely ruined the 
handiwork of the Creator, ami then, at 
last, appear* iit our office door when he 
should in reality be calling on the min- 
ister of religion and the undertaker. In 
both eases the physician is expected to 
work a miracle by effecting a cure. It 
with the assistance of Providence, he 
does so, nothing more is heard of it; 
human nature is inherently forgetful, 
1 shall not say ungrateful. If on the 
other hand, as is more often the case 
medical science is unable to restore out- 
raged nature, then the physician comets 
iu for all the blame. 

"It is an old axiom in the legal .pro- 
fession that a man who is his own law- 
yer has a fool for his' client. The same 
thing may just as truly be said iu medi- 
cine, with a startling difference that in 
the latter ease the man is tinkering with 
his life, instead of with his property. He 
can survive the loss of the property, but 
bis life was given to him as a trust for 
the honefit of himself and the community 
at large. The responsibility would there- 
fore seem to be all the greater. 

"One thing, however, may be said in 
'mitigation of the indulgence iu quack 
medicines, viz., that human nature is 
more or less confiding. So,. a statement, 
made with a positive air of authority 
and a fair show of truthfulness and ac- 
curacy, is taken for granted by the av- 
erage person. 

"The press, which lias done such an 
enormous amount of good, which per- 
forms such a stupendously important 
mission in . the affairs of men, and to 
which we owe so much, is also respons- 
ible for the working of so many wrongs. 
It is a natural sequence of events that 
this should be so. There is nil fortunate- 
ly no perfect human agency or creation; 
and the very fact of the vast 1 power and 
influence of the press, is the cause of al- 
most equally great evils being wrought. 
The public has been educated to look to 
the press as an authority; hence the be- 
lief of the public statements appearing 
in newspapers. The public, on the aver- 
age, does not stop to think that the press 
is a commercial, money-making institu- 
tion, and that the lurid statements, set 
out iu daring headlines, are nothing 
more nor less than advertisements, paid 
for at so much perline and so much 
per inch. 

"We see . every day advertisements 
prominently placed in otherwise respect- 
able newspapers which are not only a 
moral disgrace but are cruel lies. Pro- 
mises arc made which every medical man 
knows are impossible of being carried 
out. Cures are claimed which cannot 
he investigated; and, altogether, the ab- 
surdity and exaggerations arc so great 
that it is a wonder anyone is found 
willing to be duped. But as drowning 
men catch at straws when respectable 
papers print such nonsense as "Sure cure 
for Cancer' or '.Mrs. So-nnd-So in the 
•last stage of consumption cured by 
Mother Somebody's Syrup' and an at- 
tached letter from Mrs. So-nnd-So certi- 
fying to her cure, how ea™ one blame 
those poor creatures? It would. I think, 
astonish our financiers did they realize 
flow much money goes out to these 
grasping charlatans. 

"Only a few months ago, a father 
brought his son to my office for advice. 
The boy was in the last stage of con- 
sumption and after giving some instruc- 
tions, I told the father there was no 
hope for his son. Let incredible as it 
maj seem, that, man paid, if I remember 
rightly, some $24 for 'Sure Cure' con- 
sumption remedies during the next six 
weeks. He told me this when he came 
to inform mo of the boy's death, and ex- 
plained that lie had not much faith in 
them, but saw it stated in advertise- 
ments that cures followed the taking of 
the medicine in cases given up by many 
doctors. As the old man said 'This seem- 
ed to be a ehrfnee to save my son's 
life, and although I could not afford 
much, I thought it my duty to try it.' 
This is but a sample. Every medical 
man can speak as to similar cases. 

"Another case that made a deep im- 
pression on me was that, of a young 
girl in the early stages of consumption. 
I sent, her to California for the fresh air 
cure. On the way down she saw a 'sure 
cure' advertisement, consulted the ad- 
vertisers and remained in San Francisco 
tn take their remedies. She had then 
four or' live hundred dollars, but left 
San Francisco after three months, nil 
her money gone, and crime home to die 
In about three weeks. This, I always 
considered pure and simple murder, and 
1 regret that it is not within the power 
of the law to prosecute persons who so 
shamelessly commit the double crime of 
robbery and murder. The foot-pad who 
beats a person to death with a loaded 
stick or sand-bag and then robs him, is 
hanged. The so-called respectable pat- 
ent medicine vendor who lures the money 
out of the pocket of an unfortunate, 
sickly working girl, n youth, or father 
of a family, and often prevents them

"One must admit that considerable 
ability and business acumen are some- 
times (shown by patent medicine ven- 
dors, A chain of symptoms is narrated, 
some of which are almost certain to be 
present in almost any disease. We all 
know how a uurvous, anxious, or suffer- 
ing patient will experience any or all the 
suggested syrrjptoms; On this knowledge 
the patent medicine vendor plays. He 
works it to a finish, rakes in his gold 
and iu some instances can compare his 
banking account favorably with some of 
our business millionaires. 

"It is wonderful, but it is true, bow 
many intelligent persons take these 
■medicines and never • stop to consider ,

victuals. Cocaine and opium are freely 
used, mid no doubt their use gives a 
favorable first impression, They are all 
right in their proper places, but the ques- 
tion as to when, how, and how much is 
to be given in each individual case, is 
often a perplexing one even to the medi- 
cal attendant.

I 
have thought it my duty to enquire into 
this and. therefore, looked over the ad- 
vertisements in several papers and pick- 
ed out some of the best known mixtures.

centages: Pnine's Celery Compound, 
18.0.5; Warner's Safe Cure, 10.12; Ayer's 
Sarsnparilla, 21.19; Snnniotio, 19.7; Bur- 
dock Blood Bitters, 18.10; Hood's Sur- 
saparilla. If!. 24; Lydia Pinkham's Mix- 
ture, 26.00; Poruiui, 20.04; Whiskey 
from Savoy Public House, ,".l».0O. For 
the purpose of comparison, 1 calculated 
the alcohol froth'stralglit whiskey which 
I bought at the Savoy Public House in 
Victoria, and found it contained 36 per 
cent .alcohol. Now, the difference be- 
tween this and some of the patent medi- 
cines mentioned is not very great; yet, 
should whiskey be proscribed in as 
wholesome a manner as patent, medicines 
are used, there would be an outcry; but 
when alcohol is taken in such quanti- 
ties as is contained in certain (latent 
medicines, unknowingly by women ami 
young girls, the question becomes seri- 
ous: and, 1 trust, this association will by 
resolution appeal to the authorities to 
take some action, or, at least institute 
an inquiry on this important matter."

vor would return to the wreck. This 
was done, the rescue party being in 
charge of Mr. McKay of the cable sta- 
tion, but was changed by the addition 
of Gunn in [dace of Jordan, who was 
required on board the vessel. In a pour- 
ing rain the brave responders to the call 
of duty started out on their long and 
weary march a distance of fifteen miles, 
which took them twelve hours to cover, 
so indistinct was the trail. The Salvor 
left anchorage about 8 o'clock and pro- 
ceeded to the wreck, passing Cape Ueale 
at 9.30 a.m. and shortly afterwards 
sighting the Lome and Topcka. 
A Signal on the Beach 
At 10.40 a.m. Mate Jorpan was beard 
to give the cry "A signal from the bench 
On the starboard bow." This quickly 
brought all eyes to the spot and a white 
Hag Wiis plainly seen. The Salvor sig- 
nalled the Topeka to "come along sale." 
She responded to the signal, as did the 
Orion. The latter was ordered to pro- 
ceed close in shore and see if a landing 
could be made. She did so. While the 
Topeka came along side and the first 
words from Mr. Pharo, who was on 
board were "Where is the wreck? Have 
you located her?" This was after the 
vessel had relieved the Queen, which 
was left standing by the wreck by the 
Salvor on the preceding day. The good 
news that she had picked up a raft with 
1 8 survivors was also given the Salvor. 
The Topeka was informed of the pres- 
ence of the people on shore, and she went 
after the Lome to get the naval crew 
which was on board to make an attempt, 
to reach the shore. Copt. Butler when 
requested to make the try. said it was 
very risky but they would try, which 
they did, and after a splendid attempt 
were forced to return without accomp- 
lishing their object. It was then de- 
cided to try and float some grub ashore 
in barrels, but this also was n failure. 
The naval crew reported on their return 
that those on the beach did not appear 
to want to get off. After this the Sal- 
vor went to the wreck but was unable 
to see anything now. The vessel saw a 
part of a mast with lashings and a boat's 
crew was sent to examine it, to sec if 
there wore any bodies, but none were to 
be found. The Salvor then returned to 
Bamfield and the Topeka and Lome 
proceeded home. 

More Survivors 
On returning to Bamfield it was learn- 
ed thai those on the beach wore the 
nine survivors who had already been re- 
•ported. During Thursday evening a 
message was received from Cant. Fer- 
ris stating that the party would leave 
for Bamlield on Friday at daybreak, but 
did not. expect to get past Pnehonu. A 
message was received from the Colonist 
during the evening that there were four 



During the evening all the survivors 
with the exception of two who were too 
ill to be moved were transferred to the 
Grant to bo taken to Seattle. Dur- 
ing the trip over the trail from 
Pachena many little incidents of 
experience were given which 
showed how the survivors had .suffered 
during their stay on the beach. At first 
it was thought that some of the party 
would have to come iu with bare feet, 
but this was fixed by taking boots from 
some of the victims on the beach. 

The Salvor left Bamfield at 6 a.m. 
yesterday for home and called in close 
to the wreck .m her way in, but very 
little was to be seen. A good lookout 
was kept but nothing was sighted. The 
tug Bahada was spoken on her way to 
scene of the disaster, to recover the bod- 
ies. 'She was equipped with two fishing 
dories and it is very likely that they will 
make the beach and secure the bodies. 
The Salvor arrived at Esquimau at four 
o'clock with Frank Conners and <Jeo. 
Long on board, the former being a 
nephew of Archie Cameron of this city. 
The two men ■ were transferred to the 
marine hospital where they will be at- 
tended. 

Before (dosing I wish to take this op- 
portunity to thank Mr. H. F. Blllleil, 
Cnpt. Harris ami the crew of the Salvor 
for the many courtesies extended to me 
during the trip. Although the unfortu- 
nate men from the wreck were always 
first in their minds, the comfort of their 
guests was always next in consideration. 
Valencia's Inspection 
The wrecked steamer' Valencia was 
inspected at Seattle on the 27th of April 
1905, by Inspectors Whitney and Tut- 
ner, and was found to be in first class 
shape. Subsequent to this inspection thJ 
department of commerce and labor is- 
sued new orders governing steamships, 
and in order to ascertain wehthtr these 
laws had been complied with to the 
letter a reinspoction of all coastwise 
steamers was ordered. On this account 
the- Valencia was last inspected on No- 
vember 22, 1003, with the result that 
everything was found to be all right. 

When the Valencia came down from 
Nome on her last trip a life raft with 
a capacity for IS people was washed 
overboard and lost. It was replaced hi 
one that was constructed by one of the 
Seattle firms as soon as the steamer r- 
rivod from the North. Both rafts, ac- 
cording to the inspectors here, which 
were used by the survivors, were in 
good condition, otherwise they would 
have sunk. 

The Topeka's Trip 
The tremendous force of the waves 
which beat upon the Valencia was illus- 
trated to the people on board the Citv 
of Topeka as they steamed way from 
the wreck on the afternoon of January 
25, when it was decided that further • f- 
forts to save life would prove unnva'l- 
ing. For several miles the surface of 
ocean was almost covered with 
lion ting wreekng.-: The remarkable pari 
of it was that not a single piece of the 
drifting wood was larger than a dinner 
plate. Every piece had Been ground to 
bits against the rocks, and much of the 
wood bad been turned into but little 
more than sawdust. The wreckage was 
strewn on the surface of the water in 
pa tidies. The rays of the setting sun, 
breaking through the clouds in patch's 
showed the drifting remains of the once 
tine steamer. Part of the vessel's main 
mast was seen. It had originally bet'n 
painted "black, but the force 'of tho 
waves and beating against the Toeks 
had cut away all vesrago of tho paint 
and reduced it in size. 

Besides tho wreckage of the ship hits 
of the interior furnishings wore seen 
floating, pieces of wearing apparel, wo- 
men's dresses, children's toys and other 
pathetic reminders of the eatastrophy 
were seen. At one time what was 
thought to be a human hand was seen 
protruding from the water. The lingers 
stood erect, and it bobbed and rose Had 
fell on the waves. .\ closer Inspectioil 
showed that it was a large rubber glove. 
Part the Queen Played 
San Francisco, Jan. 27. — The steamer 
Queen, Captain James Cousins, ar- 
rived today from Puget Sound ports 
and the . scene of the Valencia wreclt. 
Directly conflicting stories arc told by 
those on board regarding the failure 
of the Queen to rescue any of the 
people scon clinging to the rigrglng or 
huddled In the after deck of the rap-

should proceed to Pnelienn with fooil 
and blankets, and the Salvor .would 
ninko for l'onuart. 

Dr. Hart and myself with Jennings 
mid Pnvis as guides formed the party 
and we left the vessel at 7 a.m. She 
left about 7.30 and proceeded to To- 
qunrt, while we took our way 'to Pa- 
eliDnn with the provisions. We arrived 
at Pachena at 11 o'clock after a quick 
trip. We had a light lunch and then 
proceeded to make a hot meal for the 
survivors. At this Dr. Hart proved him- 
self a very capable cook and made a dish 
iit for a king; It was composed of can- 
ned moats and seasoned with salt water 
from the beach, but that it was relished 
was seen by the manner that: both sur- 
vivors anil rescuers partook of it. 

Wc did not expect the party till near 
dark and while waiting I look the oppor- 



sciiauii in me i iuinei r n iiiiue i pmn , 
who with twenty sailors belonging to 
that vessel came down on the Queen, 
severely scores the officers of the 
Queen. He says: "f was Standing 
on the forward deck and could plainly 
see men and women on the Valencia. 
I volunteered to man the lifeboat with 
my men and attempt to rescue some 
of the imperiled ones. It was a life 
and death chance, but we all were 
willing to take it. The captain would 
not consent. Jorgenson also charges 
that officers of the Czar and Salvor 
were too timid to take the risk neces- 
sary to rescue those on the Valencia. 

Captain Cousins denied the .state- 
ments of the bluejackets, saying: "It's 
a lie that these fellows were ready to 
go out In a small boat. If they Had 1 
would not have' allowed them to go 
to certain death in the heavy sea then 
running." . . ;

REFORM IN DOCKYARDS. 



Cake Milking. — It is important in tit o- 
making of cakes tluit the table have 
.placed upon it all trtensils and ingredi- 
ents so that the work may be done 
quickly and without, delay. Cakes made 
with baking powder must be quickly put 
together and in the oven to insure suc- 
cess. It is well to keep n knitting 
needlo for the express purpose of testing 
cakes: though ninny prefer broom 
straws. If the latter are used, secure 
a supply from a new clean broom anil 
lay them away for use on baking days. 

If you nre baking in tl very hot wea- 
ther place the eggs in cold water. This 
is to insure a stiff froth upon heating. 
IVery stale eggs will not beat to a very 
stiff froth, and a perfectly fresh (less 
than 24 hours old) egg, will not stiffen 
at all. A pinch of line salt -causes 
white of egg to stiffen quickly. 

Prepare the cake tins before you be- 
gin to mix Ihe cake. This is also im- 
portant,..as«i£ -tlw.-.cake-.iuust wait: while 
you cut papers and' oil tins the efferves- 
cing process will be nearly completed 
before the cake reaches the oven, and 
the result is a great loss in lightness. 
Use olive oil to grease the cake tins; it 
does not burn so readily and insures a 
line, cveu, soft crust, or outside surface 
to your cuke. Next to olive oil, melted 
lard, pure aud sweet, is preferred. But- 
ter is the poorest substitute for these 
two. If your cake is large and will 
require long baking — while your stove is 
thin and a rapid heater, line the tins 
with six .or seven thicknesses of paper, 
oiling the top layer, or paper next to 
the cake. Also in such cases line the 
sides of the tin with one or two -thick- 
nesses of paper. If possible use pul- 
verized sugar for fine cakes. Sift pow- 
dered sugar and the Hour. If using very 
68ft butter, cut it in bits and wash to 
freshen it a little. In cold weather cut 
the butter in hits and let them warm, 
but not melt, even ever so little.- Us 



When cake shrinks from the sides of 
the pan, it is done. Set cukes to cooi 
in the pans in which they were baked, 
and at first set them on supports so 
that the air may circulate around and 
under the pan. Never turn loaves of 
cake upside down even when cold.

"Magpie'/' — Will you kindly tell 
"Betty the Maid" my way of preparing 
raw beef for a patient? 1 found in car- 
ing for a dear invalid that the sight of 
raw beef was far more repulsive than 
the taste, and orercame it in this way. 
1 grated a small piece of hoef (which 
must be quite fresh and tender) on an 
ordinary bread grater, spread it on a 
thin round of hot toast, slightly season- 
ed it with salt and pepper and then held 
the whole on the toasting fork before 
a Hot fire for just a second, only long 
enough to near the outside of the meat 
and lakes away the raw look. I hope 
you. will, lind this, useful. . ... 

Answer.— I am ' -sure "Betty the 
Maid'' will be ah pleased with Magpie's 
method as I am by her kindness in giv- 
ing us nil her help, witU one more way 
of preparing the beef. 

['Ruby," Xnnaiuio. — I would like to 
know a good recipe for making choco- 
late cream, and also ice cream; also 
where I could buy a recipe book for 
making candies, and about how much it 
Would cost. I've not seen -n recipe for 
candy for a long time. 

Answer. — Chocolate cream's: Two 
and one-half cups of pulverized sugar, 
one half cup of cold water; boil four 
minutes; place the saucepan in cold 
water nnd heat till cold enough to make 
into little bulls. There should he seven- 
ty-five or. eighty. Take half 11 cuke of 
Bakers chocolate, shave tine nnd set in I 
a bowl: in the top of the teakettle to 
melt (kettle must he boiling), nnd I find 
that n few drops of water helps hasten 
the process), Itoll the balls one nt »

We have been, says Engineering, 
steadily moving forward in the matter 
of rapidity in warship construction, 
which of itself constitutes an element 
In economical production; while, at 
the same time, all new ships have been 
placed in commission Immediately up- 
on completion, affording the nation an 
earlier return on capital expenditure, 
and bringing officers afloat sooner In- 
to the line with progress In practical 
science. These advantages have been 
more fully realized by the present 
Board than any of Its predecessors; 
a fact which Is entirely due to the ad- 
vocacy of Sir John Fisher, whose re- 
cent 'advancement to the position of 
Admiral of the Fleet secures bis ser- 
vices to the country for several more 
years, so that the reforms that be has 
advocated are much more likely to be 
realized. Hitherto three years has 
been regarded in this country as a very 
satisfactory period for the construction 
of a ship from the completion of the 
plans to the Hying of the pennant, and 
for large armored cruisers a corre- 
sponding period was , required. As a 
consequence of reform's It Is now an- 
ticipated that under normal conditions 
the largest of the present-day ship 
Will be completed well within two and 
a half years— an achievement which 
Is very satisfactory in view especially, 
of the increase In the number of guns 
and gun- mountings required and gen- 
erally in the size and power of the 
ships. The dockyards continues En- 
gineering, have during recent years 
been greatly improved and at the mo- 
ment when Sir James Williamson, C. 
B., is demlttlng- office as director of 
dockyards, after fifteen years' service, 
everyone recognizes the work he has 
done during a period of great pressure. 
His successor, Mr.'J. B. Marshall, C.B., 
has been trained in the service, and 
there are probably few with such a 
wide knowledge of naval construction 
in the dockyards, which, combined 
with an active, progressive tempera- 
ment, will ensure a full realization of 
the new conditions to be brought into 
force with the beginning of the new 
year. One great advantage is that 
he will have an executive assistant at 
the Admiralty, to relieve him of a 
large part of the time-absorbing cleri- 
cal work and that he will thus be 
able to visit very frequently the dock- 
yards and private establishments, ac- 
companied in all cases by an engineer- 
ing assistant; he will thus be thor- 
oughly cognizant of till that is going 
forward, and will be able to ensure 
that there is co-ordination in proced- 
ure. Tile chief constructors and chief 
engineers of the three large establish- 
ments at Chatham, Portsmouth, and 
Devonport are to be known as "man- 
agers," nnd are to act with the same 
power and authority as the managers 
of private concerns underfthelr manag- 
ing directors. They will also have 
complete command over the supplies, 
and will be free to employ or discharge 
men who are upon the hired list. The 
probabilities, therefore, are that in ad- 
dition to rapid construction there will 
be increased economy. Kepair work, 
adds Engineering is being syste- 
matized; all new ships are at once put 
into commission for only two years a 
much more careful record is taken of 
work done on the ships and on the ma- 
chinery while the engineers on board 
are encouraged to do more overhaul 
work than formerly.

The Fuel of the Future. 

IT was In January of 1901 that the first 
"oil gusher" was discovered in Southeast 
Texas; Since that, time the enormous out- 
put has Increased yearly, till there are 
hundreds of oil wells, which give up hun 
dreds of thousands of gallons of oil. But 
It is Impossible to get any Idea of the 
quantity thus added to the world's supply 
unless we contrast the output of the first 
sixty oil wells with the combined output 
of the world previous to the time of this 
great discovery In Texas. In the Pennsyl- 
vania and California oil fields, and even 
m the Corslcana field, there 'are acres of 
producing wells, yet they, with all those 
of the rest of the world, can produce but 
about one-eighth as much oil as the first 
sixty "gushers" which were discovered In 
Texas. 

In the year 1900 the oil production of (he 
world amounted to 13S,000,000 barrels, or 
37ii,000 barrels a day. This output was di- 
vided among Russia, producing CS.000,000 
barrels; the United States, 5S.O00.OO0; the 
Dutch East Indies, 3,000,000; Austria 
2.500,000; Roumanla, 2,000,MO; and a half 
dozen other countries the remaining 
6,000,000, The Corslcana field produces 
about 1,000,000 barn-Is annually. The 
"gushers" In Texas have altogether a ca- 
pacity which can bo conservatively esti- 
mated at 3,000,000 -barrels a day. This is 
more than eight times as much as the 
daily output of the world for lOf.0. It raises 
the annual production from 130,000,000 to 
1.0M,U0t),0uO barrels. At thirtv cents per bar

HAT might in all seriousness be 
isscd among the "lost arts" Is 
the varied use of vegetables.

The prehistoric brontosaurus was an lm-| 
mense beast, with a short body and an 
Immensely long tnll and neck. Tho ani- 
mal measured seventy-five to ninety feet 
In length over all, and weighed in life 
from thirty lo fifty tons, according to 
age. The Gllmore brontosaurus must have 
measured eighty feet In length and eigh- 
teen feet In height. Only one or two 
large skeletons have ever been unoov 
ered, one of these being in the bone room 
In the Wyoming State University and the 
other In the museum of an Eastern ool 
lige. The head of the brontosaurus Is 
very small In proportion to the size of ihe 
animal. The dentition Is weak, there be- 
ing but one row of small round teedli in 
the upper and under jaws. This shows 
that tlie animal must have lived on very 
soft and tender vegetation, probably grow- 
ing under water, tho brontosaurus feeding 
much as the moose of to-day, on lily pads 
and rank grasses that flourish in the shal- 
low, muddy water of slow running rivers 
and lakes. 

When the fossils of Gllmore's bron- 
tosaurus were on the cars for shipment 
they weighed eighty thousand pounds 
And It Is estimated that in life the animal I 
could not have weighed less than forty' 
tons. 



ERE ls a three legged chicken very 
much alive and In every way normal 
except for its multiplicity of feet. The 
chicken was hatched In an Incubator 
In the conventional manner, and Is now 
being carefully reared In tho hope that It 
will propogate its peculiar species. All 
three of Its legs aro perfectly formed, and 
In walking, except that It is somewhat 
lame, it moves about much the some as 
other chickens. In standing It rests all 
threo of Its feet on the ground, thus form- 
ing a regular tripod.

A National Hoard of Conciliation in 
the building trades in England has lately 
been organized, which already lias 184,- 
OOO men pledged to give the proposal a 
fair trial, comprising joiners, masons, 
and .bricklayers. 

According to tbe delegates of the Brit- 
ish Trades Union Congress to tlie recent 
convention of tlie American Federation 
of Labor, the trades unionists of Great 
Britain are adopting tlie policy of arbi- 
tration to take the place of strikes, nnd 
will use large sums of money to run 
trade union candidates for parliament.

Also. make a hem about an 
Inch wide. Then turn In the opposite edge 
and galher It on a drawing string so that 
It will Just reach around the yok<'. When 
you gather II you should leave about a 
quarter of nn Inch above the drawing 
string, which will stand up like a little frill 
when It Is sewed on. Now sew this ple'ce. all 
around the bottom edge of the yoke so 
that the little frill forms a neat edge.

It was a 
familiar sight to sec the little LudWlg lead- 
ing home his drunken father by the hand, 
and very pathetic, toe, for his gentle moth- 
er was a consumptive, and frequently thi 
whole family went to bed stipperless, while' 
the old grandfather nlone lent encourage- 
ment and kindness to the efforts of the 
unhappy little fellow.

Permanent Discuss Prosper- 
ous Conditions. 



President Langlois Submits the 
Annual Statement of the 
Company. 



"Why Is the H. C. Permanent Loan and 
Savings Company so entirely different from 
tin; York County Loan Company';" was the 
keynote of n special meeting of the local 
hoard of directors of the It. C. Perman- 
ent held Friday afternoon in this city to 
UlSCUSS the animal report. 

President Thomas T. Langlois of Van- 
couver read the report. It shows the IS.' 
C. Permanent to be In :i very prosperous 
condition, having been able to reduce its 
Interest charges to borrowers one-half per 
cent; during the past year, and. Increase Its 
■.-reserve fund $25,000 at the same time. 

Representative citizens were present lu 
the personnel of the board and share- 
holders as follows: \V. G. Cameron, M. 
P. P., who presided; Alderman Ooodaerc, 
Messrs. James Mavnard, Angus McKeown, 
f\V, II. Roue, George Powell, (E. \V. Whlt- 
uington, ami II. J, Knott, the secretary; 
■and the following shareholders: Hon. A. 
IE, .Smith, H. T. Knott, .1. 11. McCalhun, 
•D. C. Reed, anil Charles Mason. Messrs. 
Noah Shakespeare, W. II. Rone, A. I). 
:Smlth and W, G. Cameron were appoint- 
ed delegates to the annual meeting, Febru- 
ary '28. 

"I am particularly pleased to note the 
earnest interest the Directors of the R. C. 
.Permanent take in its affairs," 'said Mr. 
■Langlois. "They attend the meetings for 
11"; purpose of keeping fully Informed of 
■•ill the business of the Company. Mr. 
'David Spencer, for instance, makes it a 
IpOlut to attend, the directors' meetings lu 
, Vancouver. He is largely interested in 
the company and feels that the position of 
director In the R. C. Permanent is not 
(merely an honorary title, but implies re- 
sponsibility. 

"it Is in the responsibility placed on the 
smoulders of men such as these that la- 
«ure the" success of our Company. The 
York County Loan could not hare cout la- 
med for the years It did to pursue n course 
Shut would end in inevitable failure if it 
liad conducted Its affairs with a full 
knowledge of men such as wc have in the 
iictive directorate of the Ii. C. Permanent." 

"Then .t would not be possible for the 
IB. C. Permanent to -transact business the 
i\vay the York County Loan Company did'/" 
aisked Mr. Roue. 

"No," replied Mr. Langlois, and lie en- 
tered Into a discussion of the laws which 
govern loan companies in Rritlsh Columbia 
And Ontario, which differ in favor of Brit- 
dsn, Columbia, and then clearly analyzed 
itne difference between the 11. C. Perman- 
ent and the York County in file question 
of by-laws and actual administration of 
(their affairs. 

"it Is apparent that the law alone is not 
sufficient to protect shareholders," Mr. 
•Langlois said. "The law in Ontario was 
rviolated for years In tile ease of the York 
(County, because the management was con- 
centrated In officials who were permitted 
In handle tlio company's funds according 
ltd their own volition. They could and did 
Unrest ami speculate In real estate, which 
•cannot be done by tile officers of tlio R. 
'C. Permanent, for its by-laws and the iaws 
of Rritlsh Columbia do not. permit Jt to 
•own real estate except for ofllce 'Purposes, 
■or when it is secured under foreclosure. 
>I ii the case of tlio York County Loan Cont- 
inuity, its ..y-laws could be changed other 
than at a general meeting and without 
[previous notice. The uy-laws of the Ii. C. 
Permanent cannot be changed without due 
nonce, aud then only by a majority of the 
.shareholders at a general meeting. Evory,- 
thlng that Is done by this company Is open 
to Inspection at any time by the sliarc- 
fliolders aud directors'. 

"Government inspection also Insures the 
shareholders uint uie affairs of the coiu- 
-l)ii ny are conducted along the lines of 
sound finance, and bearing upon this 
(point an official document was read which 
shows that there Is on tile with the gov- 
ernment a complete report, of the exact 
condition of the company made by a gov- 
ernment representative, which Is an un- 
qualified endorsement of the B. C. Perman- 
ent Loan In every particular. It is pos- 
sible that Luej document In question may be 
given out in publication. 

"Mr. Langlois, In making loans for the 
Company, do you make an allowance for 
depreciation'/" was a question asked by oae 
of the directors. In reply, Mr. Langlois 
showed mat each year the Company's 
money was out upon loans upon any given 
[piece of properly, .lint the loan diminished 
Tv_..e the value of the property usually ad- 
vanced, so that the margin of safety was 
invariably increased each year, Ho slated 

He 
stated that in the large majority of places 
where the Company loans money the value 
Of real estate was advancing, and that the

C. Permanent 
ior agencies. 

..Mr. Langlois also stated that It was the 
•policy of the company to loan in a variety 
of communities In order Unit any depres- 
sion in any line of business or production 
■would not affect the company as a whole. 

The general •question of how financial In- 
stitutions could be kept In the right course 
■was discussed, and it was the unanimous 
opinion of nil present that publicity lu 
such newspapers as tin; Colonist was of 
the greatest possible value to the public, 
to the shareholders and to honest concerns. 

It was agreed that the B. (.'. Permanent 
bad pursued the right course in inviting 
the public to study lis affairs through tile 
columns of the lending newspapers, and in 
quoting the opinions held of the Company 
by leading citizens. 

The gentlemen present seemed tft concur 
In the idea that leading newspapers which 
carefully edit their advertising columns 
are pursuing the right course In the pro- 
tection of themselves aotl their patrons. 

Mr. Langlois was congratulated on the 
splendid showing Ins Company Is making, 
and the meeting adjourned. 

Mr. David Spencer, who was In Vancou- 
ver, and did not return in time to attend 
the meeting, said afterwards that be felt 
ithnt everyone should become fullv Inform- 
ed of the facts regarding the 13. C, Per- 
manent, and that a study of its methods 
and its annual statement through the col- 
umns of the newspapers tended'to strength, 
in the Company by Justifying the confi- 
dence IV1..1-- is reposed In it.

Scheme for Life 
Saving on Coast 



Text of Resolutions Which *Are 
Now Being Forwarded 
to Ottawa. 



Urges That Immediate Action 
Be Taken to Safeguard 
Lives of Mariners. 



In accordance with the arrangements 
made at the public meeting on Friday 
evening His Worship tho Mayor and Mr. 
Joseph Peii\son have been busy getting 
[the resolutions into proper shape una 
forwarding them with suitable letters of 
explanation to the various persons to 
whom they were ordered to be sent. Tho 
resolutions were forwarded to the fol- 
lowing with a courteous and urgent re- 
quest that they be favorably considered: 
The Governor-General; the Lieut-Gover- 
nor, the minister of marine and fisheries, 
Hon. R. McBridel Senators Templeman, 
Macdonald and Bostoclt, and to Ralph 
Smith, M.P.. W. Sloan, M.P, R. G. 
McPherson, M.P., Geo. Riley, M.P., W. 
■A. Galliher, M.P., and J. B. Kennedy. 
M.P., Duncan ,Ross, M.P., also to the 
mayors of Vancouver, Nanaimo, New 
Westminster. Ladysniith and Cumber- 
laud, asking their co-operation. 

In addition n special communication 
was sent to the Pnget Sound Tugboat 
company thanking them for their special 
aid in these terms: 

"Resolved that tlio best thanks of this 
meeting lie accorded to the Puget Sound 
Tugboat company for the very noble and 
generous services so promptly rendered 
in regard to the terrible wreck of the 
steamship Valencia, and would also de- 
sire to record its appreciation o£ the 
very excellent services rendered by the 
company's local ngent in this city." 

The letter nnd resolutions sent the 
■minister of marine and fisheries follows: 
Victoria, B.C., 

January 27th, 1000. 
To the Honorable the Minister of Mar- 
ine and Fisheries, Ottawa, Ont. 

Sir, — I have the honor, by direction, 
of a mass meeting of citizens of Vic- 
toria, held last evening, to transmit to 
you the resolutions passed unanimously 
at said meeting and in doing so permit 
me to say that suggestions made are the 
result of full and careful consideration 
by the most experienced nautical men of 
the district, including Caption Parry, of 
the Royal Navy, whose services have 
been most valuable. 

The suggestions were drafted by the 
Merchants' Service Guild and submitted 
to a large special meeting of captains 
and others most largely interested in 
maritime affairs. 

As detailed information o£ the late 
wreck (S.S. Valencia) will reach you in 
full, it is unnecessary for me to enter 
into particulars. I would call your at- 
tention particularly to the facts brought 
out in the newspapers and at the mass 
meeting regarding the alleged unfitness 
of the S.S. Salvor for service in this con- 
nection, and the feeling that exists that 
this large sum of money thus spent coulil 
be better expended, no doubt you will 
cause the closest investigation to be 
made at once. 

I would also suggest in connection 
with the inspection of vessels that you 
should nt once carry out the intention of 
the late minister of marine and fisheries, 
in appointing the personnel of an hon- 
orary board of harbor commissioners, as 
agreed to by him, also investigate n 
seeming lnxnesis of the department of 
marine and fisheries here. I have no 
hesitation in saying that had we been 
prepared to render ready assistance the 
majority of lives lost in the wreck of 
the S.S. Vnlencin would have been saved 
nnd I would add that the people of this 
section of the province nro sorely 
wrought up in flint since the former 
wreck of the Clallam no measure of re- 
lief has been given by the government. 

As some time must necessarily elnpse 
before all the suggestions eontnincd in 
the resolutions can be put into effect, we 
would urge that fit temporary measures 
be at once instituted to as far as possible 
safeguard this dangerous portion of the 
coast against similar catastrophes, 

Assuring you of the services of the 
city council and self in furthering this 
matter,

marine nnd fisheries, 1 will forward it as 
soon as obtainable.

The resolutions are as follows: 

(1.) That the Dominion government 
construct roads along or near the edge 
of the cliff or sea wall, with bridges over 
the streams and ravines, the roads to ex- 
tend from Port San Juan to Cape Bcale 
and from Amphitrlte Point to Clayoquot 
Sound with seven stations, to be named 
by seafaring men, and with shore patrol 
■between the respective points where mor- 
tar and rocket apparatus will be kept, 
the road being for the purpose of moving 
the apparatus up or down the coast to 
the scene of a wreck wherever it may 
he. such stations to be equipped with 
telephone instruments. 

(2.) That the Dominion government 
construct or procure two lifeboats, simi- 
lar to those use at San Francisco, hav- 
ing one stationed at Port San Juan and 
the other at Bamfield Creek. The life- 
boats referred to, to have gasoline en- 
gines enclosed in watertight compart- 
mente. 

(3.) That the government put in com- 
mission a small powerful steamer con- 
structed somewhat in the tugboat type, 
equipped with searchlights, to patrol the 
coast nnd ■having' wireless apparatus on 
board so that edie she can be communi- 
cated with at all times from Cape Beale 
Or any other place where it may be 
deemed suitable to erect a wireless sta- 
tion. 

(•1.) That the telegraph system be ex- 
tended further north on Vancouver Is- 
land and connecting stations and Sechort 
also a powerful steam fog whistle be 
placed at Cape Beale, 

(o.) That, a light lie erected between 
'Carmanah and Cape Beale; 

(0.) Thai a list of wrecks on this part 
of the const with the number of lives lost 
during tlio last ten years, accompany 
this resolution, nnd that this resolution 
be forwarded to the minister of marine 
nnd fisheries nnd a copy of each to our 
representatives and the senators. 

Whereas in the opinion of this meeting 
the inspect ion of vessels plying in these 
waters iu not deemed sufficient for the 
proper protection ofi human life; , 

Be it therefore resolved that this 
meeting of the citizens of Victoria do 
respectfully request the federal govern- 
ment at Ottawa to Immediately issue nn 
order in council to provide for a thor- 
ough Inspection of till vessels, Including 
sealing vessels, by a qualified inspector, 
and that such rules and regulations thht 
the department may deem wise slut 11 
immediately put in force, in order to pro- 
tect the lives or sealing men.

UNITED MINE WORKERS. 1 

Proceedings at Joint Conference Held 
Yesterday. 

Indianapolis, Iud., Jan. 27. — The joint 
conference of the operators and min- 
ens of the central competitive held met 
today "with 000 present. Vice-president. 
Lewis of the United Mine Workers of 
America today took the tloor and denied 
the statement that the miners were not 
sincere in their demands. Referring to 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg 
Coal! Co., Mi-. Lewis declared that if he 
had his way ho would shut down the 
mines of any company violating its agree- 
ment. Ho declared that the run of 
mine basin demanded by the miners was 
the only fair way of mining coal and put- 
ting it on the market and paying the 
miners for their work. He asserted that 
ihe minors stood firmly on that de- 
mand that they were equally determined 
to obtain the seven cent difference be- 
tween nick nnd machine mining. S. J. 
M. Roan, an operator of Columhns, 
Ohio, said the pick minor was practically 
becoming extinct. President Mitchell 
said that the fact, was true and it was
